One source qf very ttti pleasure for myself is getdng 
to know the sMiior mimhen of a 0»pegatien. 

These folks, ahnost withtMit «[cq»ti<m, are abs<^utdy 
remarkable. They are bright, cheerful and iatetmed in 
life in Virginia Beach ami tlw world. 

One wonders why some people won to Uve a vary 
long time having a rich experiisKe of Uvhig whUe othen 
seem to fade away into a dark hck of deivessii^ 
solitude. 

Certainly there are minimum physical necesdties. 
Albert Schweitzer at 90 was a strong man. His body was 
adequate to the demands he iriaeed on it, but all of ui 
are not so genetically blessed; 

Apart l^om accident and termuial disease, Uving 
many years has a massive amount of evidence to 
supp<»t the positon that kmgevity is r^ulated by mir 
attitudes and bdiefs. To find this out, I have often 
asked the non-agenarians the secrets of their long life. 
Without excqHion, thdr answers have been connstent. 

C^ thing these vivacious (ridsten have in common is 
an innCT soul unchittoed by bate and anger. People who 
hold grudges, who frouse about in seardi of revenge, 
who let old hurts rankle, are the ones who bum out at 
anMriyage. 

Hie add tongue is a very good imlex to a cwrodve 
int^or. Life is mndi to sh(Ml to fi^t everything that 
comes along, and this khid of fightini only shows Uie 
deep insecurities in which so many people live out their 
lives. 

Another factor which I hive noticed is that Aese 
'joyful oldstai are quick to fiiMrgive. They leaned the 
lesson long ago that fn-giveness is cleansing both for 
themselves and others. Released from the tensions, 
arguments and the add of anger, Uwse super senion 
have found a cabn rest for both thdr soul and body. 

Another item which took me awhile to get into the 
focus is that they all have a fixed conviction about 
which their life is oriented and related. Successful long 
life depends on one's ability to put together expoienoes 
into understanding of what it all means. Without that 
integration, life is a series of unexplainable shocks, sad 
perplexities and rude bewilderments. 

As you might guess, the people I talked with wa% all 
deeply religious, and thdr worn Bibles showed the care 
of thdr devotions. Iliey take the daily news, the evenu 
both exdting and evil, and put them into a Uit view 
which is dominated with a sense of God's deep presoce. 
Armed with this, nothing seems to them to be 
overwhehning. 
They have seen it all befme, and yet the 'vmld goes on

and with it the |»wridaice and patience of God. Thdr 
security and their serndty, even in the face <^ thdr own 
hiflrmides. is |Ht>found, bttt it is based on a rock that 
they know will iHH be moved. 

One niore characteriotk these convivial okMers have 
to that they never cnse the mput into thdr bndns. They 
read, they watdi, they discuss ud they are Intoested in 
what is going on. In short, they have livdy ndnds. 

Of course, we have all met peopk with dead minds at 
the age of 40, or those who nuMtly live in the past. These 
are people who are dead between thdr ears, and thdr 
bodies just go through the notions of life. 

Someone with an alert mind to pwdng older with 
suocea, and thto aSk tot kandng how to use newly 
found ttane and ktoure wiady. In many cases, these 90- 
yetf-(M members are the nott interesting pet^le of all 
because their inoediMe rec^ adds a perc^don on 
current events wbidi no one Ae has. 

I spent several houn with Dr. Roland Baimon when 
he was 86 and ivofessor emeritus from Yale University. 
At that thne he lectured in six languages, knew 12, and 
wasstudyii^PoUih. 

These people are the super seiUor dtizens md they are 
toriflc. They can teach ea^ and every one of us about 
the living out of our Vva. TIm next time you meet 
someone who to wiqr tq^ there in age, tiUce the ttane to ask 
him the reason for Ids h»g life, i Avesay you will hear 
from most of dwm die sure w«ds of the staMlizing and 
cataning influence of a strong faith.

Richard A. Ber^oU by hto widow, Mrs. Ndlte S. 
Bergdoll, and thdr two sons, James and George. 
Bergdoll died in August, 1978 after sorvtaig more than 
40 years in the Viqhda Conference. Three of hto last 
four pastoral a^gnments - C3irtot Church in Ntnrfolk, 
Sedley-Sebrell in SouthanqHmi County and mintoter of 
visitation at Haygood in Viiiinia Beach • woe in the 
Tidewater area. EarUer hi hto miidMry he had served 
pastorates at CamposteUa hi Norfolk (now Sdnt Paul's 
in Virginia Beach) and Phoebus in Hampton. He also 
served pastorates in McLean, Steriing, Covington, 
Martinsville, Kenbridge, Straaburg, Appomattox, 
Bastett and Roanoke. Be^oU was a Phi Beta K^>pa 
graduate of Rand<dph-Macon College in the class of 
1928 and recdved hto divinity d^ree from the Candla 
School of Theology at Bmory Univ^ty . 

During the last year of hto life, Bergdoll, at the age of 
75, took a refresher ctHtfse hi Oredc at Virginto 
Wesleyan. He was a frequent vi^or at convocations 
and other events and often tai dasaes and faculty offices 
at Virginia Wesleyan afto' hto rettaement tai Vtagbda 
Beach in 1973. 

In announdng the estdiUdunent of thto series, 
President Lambuth M. Clarke Mid, "We are honored to 
have the name of the Reveraid Richard A. Bergdc^ 
araodated with VirginU Wesleyan College in thto 
signifiomt and helpful way. Throu^out hto productive 
ministry in the United Mdhodtot Oiurch, he had a love 
for young people and a gmt interest in our 
demonination's colleges. During the taut years of hto 
4ife, Bergdoll was fr«|uaitly on our campus, and hto 
presence here was a source of sattofaction and pteasure

Reflective tape will be applied in a *'Lite-A-Bike" 
program to be conducted h«c by tlw Veterans of 
Foreign Wars, Post 3^ and its Ladies AuxiUvy. 

Tape will be applied to bicycles at the Murphy Mart 
Parking Lot, Independence Blvd.. on November 17 
from 1 to 3 p.m. Strips of reflective tape will be put on 
the rear fender or high-rise bar. handlebars, frame front 
forks and wheels of the bicyda, making och bike more 
visable after dark from all angles. 

The highly reflective tape — the same type material 
used in reflective traffic signs and license plates — is 
visable in the headlights of an automobile. Ilie txoginm 
places great empharis on outlining the shape of the 
bicycle at night. Drivers will no longer have to guess 



^i^t 80p» of reflected light mean. The shape of the 
bicycle at night will closdy resemble its shape in 
dayUgbt. 

"Youngsters shouldn't be out bike riding after dark, 
but if they are, their bikes should have reflective tape" 
said Post Commander Humphrey, coordinateor of the 
Lite-A-Bike program. 

Conmiander Humphrey pointed out that some 800 
persons are killed each year ui bike acddents, 62 percent 
of them childroi under 14. Another 28,000 persons are 
injured each year in such accidents. Four out of Ave 
fatal bike accidents occur afto- dark. 

"The extra wvning provided by reflective tape can 
help save a child's Ufe", die V.F.W. official said.

Representation for social security appeals

People who appwd tiie dedsion on their social 
security supplenental security iiKome, or Medicare 
claims should remembw tiurt Uiey have the right to be 
represented by a pCTSon of their cMce. 

The right to rqjresentation applies whowvff you have 
any business with sodal security, but people mwe 
apt to choose to be represented when alwealing a 
decision. A representative may by an attorney W anyone 
else whose judgment and experieme you trust. 

There are four stages of appeal possible for sodal 
security or SSI dedsions: a "reconsideration" of your 
case by jpenom otha* than thme who ma<ki the wigiml 
dedsion; a hnring befwe an ^ministrative law judge 
of the offiix of hearings ami appeals; a review by Uie 
Appeals Coundl; and, flnaOy a dvU action in Federal 
Court. 

Different rutes apfriy to qipeals of Medico hosintal 
insurant ami Medicare me#9l insumioe dednons. 
You should ciUl ycNir nnmt social security office for 
the special lisflets ava^ble if yw nwd more 
information. 

Your i^^esentitfve m«y|act for you (m most sodal 
security matten, iiidu(Si^ rti^iestiqg a riKonuderation, 
a hnring. or an Appob Coundl renefi on ycHir behalf. 
Generally he or she wiU not be permitted to sign your 
applicati<m for boieflts, however. 
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A copy of any decision made in your case will be sent 
to you Mid your representative. Any notice or request 
sent to your represenutive has the same effect as if sent 
*oyou. 

You should be espedally mindful of the time limits 
involved in tiw appeals process. They must be carefully 
obsoved at rach stage. You should discuss these time 
Umitt vridi yoat ref^esentative once yoM decide to 
anieal to be sure you both are aware of the^. 

Your appdntment of a repr^ntative must be in 
writing and his or ho- acceptance must be in writing. 
Ask for a special form for Uus purpose at your sodal 
security office.

Francis Land house restored, rededicated by city 



The City of Virginia Beach held a rededication 
ceremony for the restored Francis Land House, 
formerly the Rose Hall Dress Shop, at its Virginia Beach 
Boulevard site last Sunady. Nov. 4. 

The dty has renovated and restored the house, which 
was built by the Lami family in 1732, and holds title to 
it and the surrounding 35 acres. From 1954 to 1973, 
when the property was purchased by the city, the house 
was used as the Rose Hall Dress Shop. 

The house, located near the intersection of Virginia 
Beach Boulevard and King's Grant Road, is now 
registered with the Virginia Landmarks Commission

Is there 
still an opportunity for a 
"little guy" like me to go 
into business with just an 
ided^and a few bucks? 

You bet there is! It 
won't be easy, and the 
competition's tough, but 
there's still ample opport- 
unity in our economic 
system for someone who's 
got an idea and who's 
willing to work to succeed 
with his or her own enter- 
prise. 

IAj[act, the idea that big 
corporations dominate 
American business is not 
totally accurate. Their in- 
fluence may be more visi- 



ble, but the underiying 
strength of the American 
economy is small business 
-even today. 

Ofthe 10.7 million non- 
farm businesses in this 
country, nearly 97 percent 
are considered "small" by 
U.S. government stand- 
ards. Yet they account for 
43 percent of the gross 
national product, S8 per- 
cent of total U.S. business 
employment, and they 
dirKtly or indirectly prov- 
ide the livdihood of more 
than 100 million Ameri- 
cans. 

Significantly, between 
1969and 1976, small busi- 
nesses provided two-thirds 
of all the new jobs created 
in America. Government 
accounted for the other 
third. The nation's 1,000 
largest corporations, dur- 
ing the same period, creat- 
ed less than one-tenth of 
one percrat of the new 
jobsl 

The risks for small busi- 
nesses are high, though. 
More than half go bank- 



rupt within their first five 
years, and all but a frac- 
tion of those failures are 
due to poor management. 
New businesses are faced 
with inflation, taxation, 
regulation, and competit- 
ion, so the decision to 
strike out with a new 
enterprise is not to be 
taken lightly. 

Despite the perils, how- 
ever, about 250,000 peo- 
ple start new businesses 
every year. 

And the nation is better 
for that effort. Not only is 
small business our greatest 
source of new jobs, but 
small business accounts 
for a tremendous share of 
innovation and new tech- 
nology. 

For example, did you 
know that the helicopter 
was developed by a small 
business? So were the b^ 
point pen, the automatic 
transmission, the instant 
camera, frozen foods, 
high-fidelity recordings, 
wash and dry clothing, the 
first jet engine, the mini- 



computer. 

Small business innovat- 
ors are constantly dev- 
eloping new ideas and 
products, ana many of 
these efforts will result in 
the success stories of to- 
morrow. 

So don't be discourag- 
ed. The opportunities are 
great for people willing to 
take risks, to work hard, 
to put their total effort 
behind something they 
think is worthwhile and 
which may give lifelong 
satisfaction and reward. 

But be realistic, too. 
Don't expect overnight 
success. Be prepared for 
failure. And kmiw where 
you want to go before you 
take the first stq>.

Guildelines for selecting a day care center 



Finding safe, pleasant 
day care centers that will 
contribute to preschool- 
ers' education is a prob- 
lem facing many working 
parents. Parents looking 
for such facilities, says the 
Better Business Bureau, 
should put together a 
checklist of spedfic re- 
quirements, then visit the 
day care centers to inspect 
the facilities and talk with 
the staffs. 

With increasmg numb- 
ers of woihen entering the' 
work force, the supply of 
day care fadlities some- 
times does'nt satisfy the 
demand. Parents should 
start thdr shopping early, 
before children reach the 
age of three (the accept- 
able emtry age at most 
centers) to help ensure 
their child a place in the 
center of their choice. 

For help in finding rep- 
utable day care centers, 
call departments of social 
services, child welfare 
offices, schools, the 
YMCA and YWCA, or 



Beach organizations that 
serve as referral and coor- 
dinating centers for child 
care. Take a checklist 
along when inspecting the 
centers. Focus not only on 
the type of care the center 
offers, but also on the 
health and safety aspects 
of each facility. The 
checklist might include: 

-Is the center licensed? 
Most states require licen- 
ses for both 'day care 
centeis and family day 
care homes, public and 
private. Licensing require- 
ments vary from state to 
state but usuaUy include 
an inspection for mini- 
mum state health and 
safety requirements, (Ef- 
forts are underway to 
establish more stringent 
national standards. Par- 
ents can ask if the centers 
they are considering meet 
the latest federal guide- 
lines.) 

-Are there adequate fac- 
ilities and equipment? The 
center should be well- 
lighted, safe and in good 



repair. There should be 
adequate fire extinguish- 
ers and wellmarked exits 
as well as smoke alarms. 
If there are windows on 
upper floors, they should 
be locked or made secure 
with screens or bars. Stair- 
ways should have hand- 
rails. All rooms, bath- 
rooms in particular should 
be clean and free of odors. 
There should be a variety, 
of playthings in good con- 
dition, and there should 
be a well-equipped and 
well-maintained fenced 
play area outside. 

-Is the atmosphere 
pleasant? Does the staff 
listen and respond easily 



to the children? Do the 
children seem content? 

-Is the staff responsible 
and knowledgeable? Are 
they professionally train- 
ed? What is the attitude 
toward discipline and sup- 
ervision? 

-Are the activities con- 
structive and stimulating? 
A good day care center 
should have a well round- 
ed program to give child? 
ren various learning exper- 
ioioa, helping them dev- 
elop emotionally, socially, 
and intellectually. Books, 
records, dolls, and toys 
should help teach children 
about people different

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New homeowners tell HOW about complaints

"Kd you have any iH'(rt>laas in your new house?" 

Yes. Yes. Yes is tte answer. Ftdly 90 percent of new 
home ownen repott that they find some probtems with 
their new h(»iies, mi th» holds true repirdless of the 
selling prke of the bouse. 

Consk^ng that the typical new house is made up of 
almost 40,000 pieces of material, it's not hard to 
understand why the numbers are high. The survey, 
coaivxxci by the Home Owners Warranty C<»rporation, 
involved 2000 \myen of new homes purchased between 
July 1978 and June 1979. 

What are the pn^lems new homeownen nu>st often 
face? Of the 12 imrt>lem areas homeowno? were 
concerned with, four by far caused the greatest number 
of complaints. These w^e doon and windows; floors, 
wall and ceiling comj^unts; plumbing; and grading of 
the lot. The local Tidewater HOW Coundl reports that 
complaints teading the Ust in Virginia Beadi in the last 
few months are window and door leakage and 
dissatisfaction with lot grading. 

Not surprising is the fact that the ovCTwhelming 
majority of new hcune buyers conti^ their builders 
promptly when there b a problon in their new home. In 
the survey conduced by HOW, 30 percent of the 
resp<»idents said that their builder amwered their 
complaint within one month. Interesting, the highest 
incidence of quick response was reported by buyers of 
the least expensive houses. This is probably because the 
less expensive units are Iniilt by high volume buildo^ 
who already have a complaint answmng mechanism 
built into their operation. 

Unfortunately it is still true that a number of builders 
do not answer complaints, and homeownos are often 
left with no recmirse but to contact their attorneys or 
govCTnmental agendes. Tliis is wh»e HOW can play 
such an important role in that its dispute settling

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procure has such high builds support. A buyer must 
buy a HOW warrantied honM of course. 

It appears that in Virginia Beach. 90 p^cent of the 
Mw homes being butt In 1979 will be carrying tlw HOW 
warranty. The local HOW Council rqwrts that moie 
than 3000 units will be enrolled this year, making this 
the best year for market penetration since the prc^ram 
b^an in Tidewater in 1974. 

Under the HOW program, the builds warrants the 
house against deUnoUed defects in the fint year. He 
wurants the performame of the mechanical systems in 
the second year; in the yean three through 10 a national 
insuror warrants the hcnise against major structural 
defects. The program protects the homeowner even in 
cases of builder default since the national insuror acts as 
a backup to the individual builder. It offers a 
conciliation and art>itratl<Mi process as a substitute for 
costly l^al action when builder and buyer can't agree. 

The locat HOW C<wndl urges homeowners to 
communicate with thdr builder^ in writing, and allow 
the builder 30 days before contacting HOW. HOW also 
urges the ptospKlive home buyer to ask if a HOW 
warranty comes on the home he's considering. He can 
also receive, by calling the HOW office at 461-9140, a 
complete list of registered Tidewater area buil(ters. 

Should one wish to request a conciliation. Or dispute 
settlement, the person to speak with at the local HOW 
office is Ms. Oina &nigiel.

Taking care of one's body properly to i^omete the 
ultbnate levels of enorgy ami wellbeing sh(Hild be as 
much a part of a young chiM's ^ucation as Inndng to 
rMd and write. Why have we permitted such folly? We 
need strong, health-minded, well-informed Americans. 

It is important that they underatand basic nutrition 
facts, and not fadism. To hdp clvij^ some current 
misinformation, the following may hdp you improve 
your nutrition: 

Fiction: 

1. "Natural"vitamins are superior to "synthetic 
vitamins," so you must pay mbre for them. 

Fact: 

A vitamin is always exactly the same in chemical 
structure and pr(^)erties, or it would not be that 
vitamin. The best sources of vitamins are foods, not 
irills, because you receive additional nutriwts from 
foods that are not in pills.

2. Protein is a good supplement to add to your diet.

Persistent pain 



It may be caused 
by loneliness

Although the elderly 
Beach woman's injured 
hip healed long ago, the 
pain persists and some 
doctors believe that 
loneliness is the cause. 

"Between 20 and 80 
pcri^ent of a doctor's 
caseload is m^ up of 
lonely people," claims Dr! 
John Loeser, associate 
professor of neurosurgoy 
at the University of 
Washington. 

Loeser is one of many 
of the nation's leading 
authorities on pain 
research. 

Physicians, Loeser said, 
are taught to look at pain 
in physiological terms. 
"Hwir concept of pain is 
oftoi ina>rrect. We must 
learn to listen to what the 
patient has to say," he 
said. 

"If a doctor pushed the 
patient away abruptly — 
by renewing a prescription 
for medication, for 
instance — tlwn he is only 
aggravating the 
problem," Loeser Mlded. 

"If the pain problem 
starts for one set of 
reasons, then it may 
coittinue for another,*' he 
said. "We can alleviate 
acute pain. In contrast, we 
have not nearly as well 
been able to deal with 
chronic pain which can 
persis long after the injury 
has healed." 

The probability that a 
chronic pain problem is 
wrapped up with the 
oivironment is so high 
that doctors must look at 
outside factors, he said. 

"Who you are, what 
you are and how you 
respond to your 
envirofenment influence 
how you respond to 



pain." 

Durgs and relaxation, 
treatments that reduce 
tissue damage, can lead to 
depression in the chronic- 
pain patient, according to 
Loeaet. 

"No one remedy w(»rk8 
for eveiyoiw. Thi first 
thing, thbiigfe. j is ' to 
decrease narcotics and 
increase activity, dien take 
a look at physchdogical 
factors that could be 
influencing the patient 
and tailor a program to 
meet his needs." 

Several methods 
considered effective in the 
treatment of chomic {Min 
are considered. 

Electrical nerve 
stimulation, a controlled 
method of giving 
stimulation to the skin, 
helps relieve the pain for 
some. 

"It doesn't make 
anybody worse, ymi can't 
get addicted and it's not 
expensive." Loeser said. 
"The patient can apply it 
himself to the area he is 
receiving inin and need 
not make continuous visits 
tothedoctw." 

Biofeedback is anc^ho- 
alternative to medioition. 
When muscle spasms are 
part of the pain 
symptoms, biofeedback 
therapy can Iftlp relax 
mus6le tension. 

Acupuncture and 
hypnosis also are 
considered effective in 
some cases.

5. Taking excessive vitamins beyond Reconunended 
Daily Allowances (RDA), gives you more mergy and 
pq). 

Fact: If you get all the RDA, you certainly don't need 
excessive amounts of any vitamins or minerals. Only 
minute amounts are required for specific functions - and 
overdoses can do great harm, especially vitamins A 
and D, which can be lethal. 

Spend jrour money on powerhouse foods such as 
whole grain cereals, milk and milk products, vegetables 
and fruit, meat, fish and fowl - and yw won't need 
expensive additimis.

Q. I am 47 years old, live at the Beach and am in 
generally good health except for being a little 
overweight. 

I had a complete checkup from my doctor and on his 
advice and others, decided to go on an exercise 
program. I would like to start jogging but recently I 
have read some medical reports that say that jogging 
can do more harm than good. 

Frankly, I don't know what to do. Do you have any 
advice on the subject? 

A. Your question reminds me of one of Asheligh 
Brilliant's "Pot Shots," "1 desperately need some wise 
adivce — which will recommend that I do what I want 
to do." Many people will go to one doctor after another 
until they find one whose advice matches up with their 
deeper desires. 

Yes, there can be harm from j(^ing — and from 
walking — and from sitting — and even from lying in 
bed. There can also be a lot of benefits from each of 
these activities if the time, place and ciircumstances are 
appropriate. 

I jog and sometimes I have gotten strained muscles 
and a blister or two. They don't feel so good and I am 
sure that among the millions who have jogged, someone 
here and there has suffered some major injury or attack 
of some kind. 

The funny thing about jogging is that it's not only 
good exercise and can be of benefit for cardiovascular 
conditioning, but also there are other side benefits that 
occur indirectly. . 

Most joggers begin to take some interest in what they 
are eating and how nutritious their diet may or may not 
be. Their weight becomes of some importance since it 
has to be dragged along for one or mdre miles. 

Some people discover that they have forgotten how to 
breathe along with their previously sedentary lifestyle. 
Some find that they walk with a bit more zest^ They are 
inclined to stand somewhat straighter and there's a hint 
of self-confidence that wasn't there before. 

If you asked me. "Does all that come from jogging?" 
I would answer. "No. but it often seems to accompany 
it." 

Inevitably, there has developed a National Jogging 
Day which was cultivated on Oct. 13. My suggestion is 

to try jogging and see how you like it. If you don't like 
it, don't do it — there are lots of other forms of exercise

M(»t schod eye tests in Virginia Beach will not tell 
you everything about how well your child is seeing, says 
the president of the Virginia Optometric Association. 
Dr. George Gillespie of Bedford, Virginia, stressed the 
school eye chart ^ves only a superficial screening of a 
child's ability to see at a distance and checks none of the 
many other vision skills, including the ability to see the 
printed page, children need for learning. 

By comparison, a thorou^ vision examination, 
taking from 30 to 60 minutes on a first visit, covers: 

1. Taking of the child's health and development 
history, including facts of the child's birth (premature. 
etc.), details of when the child first sat up alone, 
crawled, etc., and information about the child's 
behavior. 

2. An aterior and interior eye health examiniation. 

3. Tests of ability to see sharply and clearly at near 
and far distances. 



4. Tests for nearsightedness, farsightedness and 
astigmatism. 

5. Checking eye coordination and eye muscle function 
to be certain the eyes are working together as a team. 

6. Tests of the ability to change focus easily from near 
to far and vice versa. 

7. Checking for any indications of crosses eyes or if 
child is using only one eye. 

8. Tests of depth perception and color vision. 

9. Motor tests to check eye-hand-foot coordination. 

10. If the child's history indicates a need, a series of 
tests to determine whether or not the development of 
vision skills is normal. 

Dr. Gillespie said every child should have a complete 
vision examination by age three, again when starting 
school and annually throughout the school years. This 
r^ular care may help prevent some vision problems 
from developing and nip cKhers in their early stages.

Somehow the mole got 
rubbed off in showering and the red irritation has 
spread to a fairly good size. It looks very red, rough and 
scaly. 

She lets the sun get on it hoping that it will heal. 

A. You can't be sure of skin cancer from just a 
description. In fact, often even the doctor examining it 
can't be sure without taking a biopsy and having it 
examined under the microscope. 

One frequent flnding, though, is that the sore doesn't 
heal up in a week or two the way rhost other sores will. 
That alone doesn't make it certain to be cancer, but isn't 
suspicious enough to warrant going to the doctor with 
it. 

When a mole or pigmented spot becomes cancerous, 
it is apt to be the kind that spreads to other parts of the 
body readily. This is called melanoma and although it 
can be treated successfully, you can't afford to wait 
around for it to heal by itself. You need to treat it right 
away. 

Skin cancer generaly is curable in the large majority 
of cases because you can see it developing and it can be 
removed before it grows too large or spreads, but that's 
no reason to sit and watch it grow. 

Since so many skin lesions including cancer are 
associated with many years' exposure to the sun, it isn't 
wise to try and get it to heal by exposing it to more sun. 
If it is cancer, the sun will aggravate it and if it isn't, it 
will just as likely heal without the sun exposure.

Tidewater Community College has received 
%l22t06O in grant money for its Cooperative 
Education Program. 

The award, made under the authority of the 
Higher Education Act (HEA). Title VIII. is the 
largest grant HEA made to any institution in the 
state for 1979-80. It is more than twice as large as 
the next highest grant of $48,430 which was 
awarded by HEA to Northern Virginia 
Community College. Annadale. 

The money is to go toward administration of 
Tidewater's Cot^perative &iucation Program. The 
program is designed to allow studoits to receive 
college credits while working in supervised, paid 
learning positions with participating employers. 
Students work in such curriculum-related jobs as 
drafting, data processing, secretarial positions and 
business management programs. 

The grant is the fourth the coUqe has recdved 
in a five-year cycle of HEA grants.

Here at Tidewater Community College we are always 
trying to meet the specialized needs of the community. 
For the past four years, our Legal Assistant Certificate 
program on the Virginia Beach campus has filled a real 
gap, not only in the Beach community, but also in the 
whole Tidewater area. 

Our program is designed to prepare individuals in the 
legal profession to assist attorneys in everything from 
searching a title to drawing up a separation agreement. 
Students have come from as far away as Williamsburg 
and Hampton to participate. The next closest l^al 
assistant program in the state is at J. Sargent Reynolds 
Community College in Richmond. 

Courses in the one-year certificate program include 
such thinp as Estate Planning. Corporate Law and Law 
Office Management. An>roximately three-fourths of 
the curriculum is devcMed to l^al subjects. The other 
one-fourth includes more general, but applicable, 
courses, such as Communication skills and Principles of 
Accounting. • 

Since there also is a need for legal secretaries to 
upgrade their skills, the courses are all taught at night to 
accomodate the working person. In 1978, there were 
eight graduate (rf the ytsa-long program; however. 
almost 100 students took l^al courses every quarter. 

BeauK there are not many schools which offer such 
a program on a community college level, our courses 
attract a lot of intnest. Eric Steentofte, chairperson of 
our Busioos Uvisicm, said he has received inquiries 
trom all over the crantry.

practice law in that particular spteialty. For instance, a 
real estate lawyer teaches the real estate courses and a 
divorce lawyer teaches the course in domestic relations. 
One particulary informatiw course. Law Office 
Management, is taught by both an attorney and the 
tnanager of a large law office. Students are taught how 
to ofder supplies arid to keq} tine sheets. They learn 
how to evaluate the need for equipment such as word 
processors or duplicating machines. They also are given 
skills in handling office personal, including hiring 
and evaluation.

ments. The trust department, inci- 
dentally, is a separate entity so there 
can be no conflict of interest. The 
officer is pledged to get the highest 
return according lo the safety you 
specify, and the whole process is 
guided by the trust instrument which 
your attorney draws up to instruct 
the bank of your wishes. 

Now, that's how to put money 
away, ^fely, 

How '^boui using it? 

That comfes under the heading of 
checking accounts, and most banks 
offer four basic types. H will behoove 
you to study the services available, 
take a good look at the fringes 
attached, and decide what best auits 
your needs, at a charge that is in 
line with the use you will give the 
acosunt. 

For the individual who keeps a 
close watch on his account, anfl is 
not prone to overspend, the minimum 
balance checking account is a bar- 
gain. In this type of account, there 
is no service charge so kmg as the 
balance doesn't dip below the speci- 
fied minimum. And today, some 
banks set that figure as low as $100. 

Appealing to many people is the 
package account, sometimes adver- 



tised as a club program. For a flat 
monthly fee. the customer receives 
printed checks, maybe an accidental 
death or dismemberment insurance 
policy, and a combination of free ser- 
•vices in the bank. These could in- 
clude a safety deposit box. travelers 
checks withoiut purchase fee. money 
orders, certified checks, and other 
benefits if the need arises. , 

Another type <d account, simple 
on the surface, is the economy or 
budget account, which makes a flat 
per-check charge. Each time you 
write a check you know your state- 
ment will reflect a nickel, dime, 
maybe a quarter, deduction for the 
service. 

"NOW accounts" (negotiable order 
of withdrawal) have appeared in some 
states, in a testing area, and you may 
want: to investigate these if they are 
available to you. There has been con- 
fusion among holders of these ac- 
coiihts, however, if they try to de- 
cipher the credits and charges. Initial 
appeal of NOW accounts is the pay- 
ing of interest on checking balances, 
but cobXs of. the complicated book- 
keeping can overshoot the ben^its. 

"One-statement banking" is pito- 
moted by a few banks these days, 
with savings, checking, kian informa- 
tion and any other transactkm lecords 
all listed on cme sheet. But those 
banks that have shied away from the 
combined reporting claim that many 
people are inclined to prefinr the tra- 
ditional methods of banking. "Past, 
efficient and accurate aervice is what 
interests them." 

So, we've considered your money 
— how to protect it and hiow to use it.

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Whether wc choose to admit it or 
not. credit has now become a neces- 
sary part of our financial lives. And 
though fortunes may not necessarily 
rise and fall solely on credit, pily ihe 
poor man or woman who prefers lo 
live by cash alone and never creates 
:i credit history. Like the umbrella you 
carry in case of a sudden shower, 
credit is a little exlni security lucked 
■ in your back pocket for a financially 
ramy day. Of course, credil may als») 
offer a certain sense of security in the 
knowled»;e that you can plan pur- 
chases to take advanla^e of s;iles and 
SiMicials. raise money for an attractive 
investment, finance a house, car or 
even your child's educalion. Mos( im- 
porlanlly, credit helps eslablish your 
financial identity. 

Bef«»ru you can even iHJKin lo use 
credil lo your financial advan(a(,'e. 
you must first eslablish il. Iix|»er(s 
agree Ihal you .can accomplish this in 
one of Ihree ways. First, you can pur- 
chase somethinj; on a lime paymeni 
plan. Household applijinces, furniture 
or even a car are likely candidates. 
Jusi be sure to always pay on lime and 
even make the last payments ahead 
of time. Or, o|H;n a charge account. 
Retail .s|)ecialty .shops ;ire usually 
more willing to extend initial credil 
than Ihe major deparlmeni store 
chains. Do not immediately run up 
an unwieldy bill (an undesirable 
situational any lime). Rather, ignore 
the rev(jlving credil op|x)rlunily and 
pay your bill in full each month. If 
neither of these methcxls suits you. 
you can borrow a .small sum of cash 




for a short term from a bank that you 
have been doing business with. Mar- 
ried women should borrow from a 
bank where they have their own ac- 
count or open one and make regular 
deposits for several months before 
applying for a loan. When you do 
apply for the loan, tell the bank officer 
thai yoa'are trying to establish credit. 
Then, deposit the borrowed amount 
in a savings account to gather interest. 
Psiy (he loan back in full ahead of the 
loan expiration date. 

If you have already established 
credil and would like to check your 
credit rating, you can phone the credit 
bureau in your city or the largest city 
near your residence. There may be a 
small fee, probably less than $5, for 
this service. What if your credit rating 
is less than desirable? You can and 
should take immediate action. First, 
find out who filed a complaint. Con-

tact them to see how the matter can 
be cleared up. Sometimes checks and 
final notices cross in the mail. Some- 
times we simply forget to pay a bill. 
In either case, do whatever is appro- 
priate to straighten out the problem, 
pay any remaining balance and have 
your creditor write the credit bureau 
to clear you. By all roeans, keep after 
the creditor and credit bureau until 
your rating is clear again. 

Of course there are times when 
you and your creditor may not be able 
to agree. For example, you may re- 
fuse to pay a contractor for what you 
consider to bte an unfinished j6b. He 
doesn't agree and files a complaint 
with the credit bureau. Your only re- 
course t»t6 wnte a letter tothe'credic' 
bureau explaining the situation. This 
does not eradicate the negative rating 
(it remains for six years) but it should 
help counter it. 

Now that you have established 
credit and a good credit rating, you 
should learn to use it wisely and to 
your financial advantage. First, there 
are those emergencies when you run 
short of cash but still need to make 
auto repairs, replace the defunct hot 
water heater or perhaps buy the 
children new winter coats and boots. 
These are a few of the financial rainy 



days that credit helps us through. 
You may also want to use credit to 
help establish your household. Few 
young familias can afford to buy 
appliances or furniture on an all-cash 
basis. You should use your good cr«iit 
at these and other times to plan large 
purchases around seasonal and spe- 
cial sales. Just keep in mind that plan- 
ning to buy also means planning to 
pay. Many people find that credit is s.^ 
simply a convenience. Chtttging all ^% 
of your gas and payti^ for it in full 
once a month helps to track your ex- 
penses. Buying and chai|(ing cloth- 
ing, housewares, etc. wheh you find 
them on sale makes sense as long as 
they are items you really need and 
can pay for when the bill arrives. 

There are times when you may 
want to use your credit to purchase 
a service. or item that will be used up, 
SQ:tOiS|Ma|{ before you pay for it. 
■Qenei^Hy mis is not a wise use of 
credit,, but like ail rules there are 
exceptions;. 'An example might be 
borrowing money for a vacation. Your 
trip will probably be a memory when 
you get the bill. But if travel is your 
only credit use and you pay for this 
trip before embarking on, and perhaps 
borrowing for, another, you may be 

Credit isn't as mysterious as you 
think if you keep your head when 
using it. Just remember that credit 
wears two faces. One is snug and 
secure, there to help in a pinch and 
plan your purchases. But there is 
also the bad dollar demon that pops 
up from an overgrown pile of credit 
debts. 
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■ books and pinch pennies. Actually, 
your budget may be as detailed or as 
simple as you can live with com- 
fortably. 

Investment experts say that failure 
to make plans is the most common 
money management misUke. Before 
setting up a budget, married couples 
must be determined to make it an 
open, joint effort. Since money mat- 
ters are the subject of much marital 
discord, it's best to agree from the 
start on personal allowances for the 
husband and wife which don't re- 
quire an item-by-item explanation. 
Everyone old enough to spend money 
should be included in the basic deci- 
sions of how money will be spent. 
During your budget session as you 
separate your income into essentials 
and goals, your children will learn, 
too. The shape of your budget will 
reflect your family's goals and priori- 



months take home pay. The impor- 
tant thing is that money is readily 
accessible for emergencies. As you 
begin your budget, figure how much 
more savings you'll need to reach the 
two month salary level. Decide how 
long you'll need to save, but don't 
try to go too fast. Work at it until 
that goal has been reached and then 
keep it there for emergencies only. 
Now youVe ready for additional sav- 
ings. Siaft with 5% of your total 
monthly income and raise it as you 
can. 

The day to day expenses are (he 
easiest to control. Before setting up 
your budget, keep a two week record 
of everything to get an idea where it 
goes and what can be trimmed. Don't 
slash a whole category of expense 
on paper because it looks big. Con- 
sider moving it to spread over the year 
along with those other large expenses.

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If you think .inflation is eroding 
your income, try this test. Write down 
your 1967 income after Social- Se- 
curity and federal and state income 
tax deductions. Now record the same 
information for 1978. If the 1978 
amoutit is not twice the 1%7 figure, 
you have lost buying power.

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Financing 
A College 
Education 



For many parents ((nlay, (inc of 
their major concerns is how to moot 
the steadily rising costs of providirin 
a college education for their children. 

As one would expect, college ex- 
penses for this academic year show 
up as the highest ever. The average 
cost of education at a four year private 
college has increased a full 77% since 
1%8. And tuition is only the begin- 
ning: in addition there's room and 
board, books, supplies, lab fees, trans- 
portation and an entertainment fund 
for weekend relaxing. These neces- 



sities, on the average, can add nearly 
$.3000 to the final tab, although prices 
do vary somewhat from school to 
schfxjl and student to student. To get 
the most from vour investment, state 
schools, as oppfjsed to private institu- 
tions, offera go»Ki education for slight- 
ly less, although the gap*. is closing 
rapidly. And "the tuition for residents 
is often considerably smaller than it 
is for non-resiflents of the stale. 

Ondorslanciubly, the best approach 
to meeting the costs calls for far- 
sight ofl family planning. Some fami- 
lies set aside specified amounts 
monthly or quarterly in a bank or 
sp(;(;ial savings account or certificates 
of deposit. Others buy mutual fund 
plans rjr insurance endowment poli- 
cies a few years ahead of time. Un- 
fortunately, the majority of students 
and parents must face the impact of 
the necessary money-hunt only one 
or two years away from enrollment, 
leaving themselves little time to ac- 
cumulate the necessary funds. 

lixperls say the search for financial 
aid should begin while the child is 
a junior in high school, but for late 
starters, help is available. 

The classic and most sought after 
sources of financial aid are scholar- 
ships and grants that don't have to 
Ire repaid. These are often provided 
by local civic groups, university funds 
and private foundations. Awards 
range from $50 to full four year tuition 
packages. Such money grants often 
go to students from families with two 
or more children in college, whose 
incomes go as high as $35,000 to 
$40,000 so don't overlook this route 
just because you think you make too 
much money to qualify for aid. Any 



number of extenuating circum- 
stances can demonstrate need on 
your part. Also, many states award 
tuition scholarships to students based 
upon their ACT scores (a test re- 
quired of high school students who 
plan to attend college). A minimum 
score is usually necessary and from 
there the student goes on*o prove 
financial need. 

For those who must borrow, there 
are two Federal programs to look into. 
The first involves loans from local 
banks with the principal insured by 
the government, and in some cases, 
the government will also pay the in- 
terest. Many loans of this type do not 
require the first payment until as 
many as eight or nine months after 
the student graduates. The second is 
the National Direct Student Loan 
Program administered through the 
individual colleges and universities. 
The popularity of the government- 
backed loans is reflective of their 
usual low interest rate of around 7%. 
A limited number of colleges have 
special private funds which permit 
loans for as little as 3% and 4%. 

For children with some income of 
their own, such as savings from a 
summer job or payments from a small 
inheritance, it is suggested that, 
under certain conditionSj the parents 
forgo any income tax exemption for 
the child. If there is a prospect of 
getting a loan or scholarship, not 
claiming the child would most cer- 
tainly bolster the student's case for 
financial aid. 

When the entire cost of college falls 
upon the parents, it is best met, if 
possible, with pre-tax dollars. Let's 
say a parent owns assets that have 



risen in value — common stock, for 
example. Parents can give it to the 
child who then sells it to pay ex- 
penses. This procedure serves to di- 
vert the capitaJ gains inconie from the 
parent to the child who liiiuiilly would 
not be subject to mu^ incMae tax 
liabitily. And the [^rent pays no fed- 
eral gift tax on gifts up to tSOOO for 
any one year, or S^XX) if botli^|MU«nts 
are joint donors. 

Just don't fMnic when ymi realize 
your child is ready for odiege but 
you're not ready with the cash. 
Assistance is available but y^u must 
seek it out. Check with local banks, 
or the cdl^e where the ^t^ent ap- 
plies, for helpful information on vari- 
ous aid programs. Check into all the 
different kinds ugi doti^ disqualify 
yourself before ifl^have the facts. •

Con- 
sumer banking is the emphasis of 
the present and the wave of the 
future. The banks stand ready to help 
you. •

spending thejr cash. 

It pays to ask yourself these ques- 
tions first: 

• Is it current? (Am I dickering for 
a previous year's model?) 

• Is it backed? (Is there a guarantee, 
warranty or seller's word going for me 
in CMC of a problem?) 

• Is it indispensable? (Will I live 
without it?) 

• Is it needed? (Do I have something 
to do the same wwk or service?) 

• Is it i^iced right? (Do I know the 
going value?)

Even if you never intend to use 
them, do sign up for charge accounts 
•at varibus department stores, for 
many of them mail out "courtesy day" 
spree bargain notices to charge cus- 
tomers in advance of public adver- 
tisements and offer prize drawings, 
too. 

Quantity prices on oft-used items 
may amount to a good investment, 
but hesitate if the item will spoil or 
become outdated before being used 
up. 

Don't underestimate coupon re- 
demption. You woukl require clever 
manipulatkm of investment funds to 
yieW 10%, yet a 7«-off coupon spent 
on a 3Sf purchase is a 20% saving. 

Shoppers who take full advantage 
claim to save from IS to 20% using 
point-(rf-purchase coupons, plus ano- 
ther 10% by exchanging purchase 
proofs for cash. 

Rebates are good advertising value 
for the manufacturer, for these en- 
ticements generate lots of purchases 
— but very few customers mail in the 
offers before deadline. 

Sma^ shippers know: 
Catalog Shopping is convenient. Best 
bargains are in final sales sheets low- 
ering prices from previous "sale" 
boolu. "Free shipping" periods are 
times to buy heavy items. 
Discount Stores provide key buys 
directly from factory oversupplies. 
New are Fashion Discount Stores 
where overruns of top quality mer- 
chandise, including that made from 
top designers for private labels, are

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While basic tax deductions gen- 
erally remain the same from tax re- 
turn to tax return, rules do differ 
slightly from year to year. Items like 
the standard deduction and amounts 
for dependents are two examples. 
Understanding the "rules" and hav- 
ing the records necessary to verify 
your expenditures arc the keys to cor- 
rect payment. B(K)ks are available 
usually around the first of November 
that discuss the upcoming tax struc- 
ture. And after January 1, the best 
source of information and explanation 
is the Internal Revenue Service. You 
can contact your local office or check 
the telephone directory or informa- 
tion for the WATS number. But, in 
tx)th of these cases, you must have 
the facts at hand, the all-important 
records, in order to explain your ques- 
tion so that you can get the assistance 
you require. In addition, a vast store 
of information is available at your 
public library or book store. 

Good record keeping is the most 
important aspect of accurate tax pay- 
ing. That kind of planning must start 
before the actual calendar year com- 
mences. There are many types of rec- 
ord keeping systems that you can buy 
at an office supply store, local dime 
store or discount store, as well as at

the drug store. Don't let the word 
"system" confuse you. It merely re- 
fers to a "way" to keep accurate ac- 
counts of what you spend, why and 
where. It's a good idea to check out 
as many systems as you can before 
you buy anything to make sure that 
the method you choose will fit your 
needs. 

Records for income tax deductions 
can be any number of things: a can- 
celled check or even a check stub; 
a cash register tape; a hand-written 
receipt; a stub from a restaurant bill; 
a ticket from a toll bridge; the re- 
mains of an airline ticket; anything 
that will verify the amount spent and 
on what date can be used as a record. 
This is especially important if you 
own your own business. 

Records should be kept either by 
the month or by categories. If you 
choose a book, like a small ledger 
book, you can title each page and 
write down the amounts under each 
heading, again either by the month 
or by the category. If you select the 
category method, your year end com- 



pilation will be greatly simplified be- 
cause all the figures for each major 
group will be in one place and all 
you have to do is total them. The 
monthly system, however, can be 
important insofar as setting up a bud- 
get and seeing exactly how much you 
spend on what for your family's needs 
or for your business. Another adapta- 
tion of the record keeping system is 
using a file folder for each month or 
each category. If the ends are closed, 
you merely drop the bill or receipt into 
the folder (car expense, medical, den- 
tal, business expense, etc.). 

Keep receipts for everything and 
note on the back of each one the date 
(if it doesn't appear on the receipt) 
as well as what it was for. Another 
good idea is to indicate, if possible, 
the particular tax deduction category 
you intend to put jlh^e receipt in. Then 
it's a simple matter of sorting when 
you are ready' to figure your taxes. 
And simplicity of record keeping is 
really the name of the game. 

Besides, the record keeping sys- 
tem, a calculator or adding machine 
is a great time saver. And, both of 
them are accurate, more accurate 
than the human process of addition 
and subtraction. Careful shopping 
will also minimize the cost to you. 



Now armed with records and infor- 
mation on new tax laws and a reliable 
adding device, you're ready to elimi- 
nate the income tax problem. 

Here are just a few things to keep 
in mind that might apply to your 
particular tax situation. 

If you are a working parent, with 
a family income of less than $35,000 
per year, a deduction is available for 
child care outside your home or in- 
side your home. Here again, it might 
be wise to check into this aspect of 
your taxes before you make a decision 
about where you will have your chil- 
dren cared for should you require 
outside care for them. If you pay 
someone in your home and you pay 
that individual more than $50.00 per 
quarter, in order to take the deduc- 
tion, you must also pay social security 
for them. 

Earned income credit is another 
rarely used item. Explanation is al- 
ways located in the front of the tax 
booklet you receive every year. In 
essence, it applies to incomes of less 
than $8,000 and results in some cases 
in a negative income tax. 

Making gifts of money to relatives 
within a given tax year is an area 
that has had some drastic changes 
in the last few years.

Improvement 

as an investment 

Perhaps you know a homeowner 
who needed more room for a growing 
family and opted for expansion to the 
attached garage. Now tKe car stays 
on the driveway while it snows and 
snows. 

Unfortunately* as the cost of real 
estate swings higher, many people 
choose remodeling projects that will 
hinder the sale of their home later. 
Not every improvement will produce 
a dollars and cents result at closing 
^ jUne, nor should they. The aim of 
any improvement is to increase your 
family's comfort, first, and add to re- 
sale value, second. 

The four major home improve- 
ments; kitchen, bedroom, bathroom 
and family room, are also the most 
profitable come selling time. How- 
ever, it is not advisable to undertake 
any of these projects with the idea 



of making a quick sale. A prospective 
buyer may have different tastes and 
habits. Or a do-it-yourself buyer 
would like a challenge and a bargain. 

A word of caution on the do-it-"' 
yourself home remodeling job. the 
quality of workmanship determines 

the dollar value added. Even the best 
major improvement returns only 50- 
75"^o of cost. 

Although no exact figures are avail- 
able on the relationship of home im- 
provements and selling price, realtors, 
appraisers and financiah institutions 
can advise you on valued improve- 
ments in your area. For example, 
central air conditioning added to 
existing ducts returns 50-75% of cost. 
If existing ductwork isn't adequate 
for air conditioning, the extra cost 
negates any sale value. In some 
areas an attractive deck can clinch 
the sale. Fireplaces are profitable 
when they are free standing models. 
A two car garage addition brings a 
financial return, but as we mentioned 
a garage conversion does not. Room 
additions that must be reached 
through another room create an awk- 
ward floor plan and add no sales 
value. 

Before beginning any improve- 
ment, take an informal neighborhood 
survey. Find out how much more 
houses in your area sell for when they 
have the features you're planning to 
add compared to those without. It's 
important not to over improve for 
your neighborhood. An improvement 
of $20,000 on your $30,000 home in 
a $30,000 area would be foolish unless 
you are in an area about to be declared 
an historic preservation district or an- 
other anticipated growth area. Like- 



wise, the style of your addition must 
fit the architecture of your home and 
blend well with the neighborhixxi. 
Your Qj^ well loved ixidity may ap- 
pear as a white elephant to u prospec- 
tive buyer! 

A few improvements result in no 
direct profit, but buyers have come 
to expect them. An older home with 
a new roof, furnace or wiring indi- 
cates general good care. Energy sav- 
ers are really popular today. Caulking, 
storm windows and doors, and insula- 
tion all rate high with home shoppers. 

There are minor improvements 

that help sell a home. These are not 
costly, but add to that important first 
impression. Realtors and appraisers 
agree that measures taken to help 
the property look well and prosperous 
favorably influence the sale. Attrac- 
tive landscaping adds to resale value, 
but is usually taken for granted by 
buyers. Trees can reduce air condi- 
tioning costs. Shrubs trimmed to win- 
dowsill height in front and tall corner 
plantings 'j to 'i the height of the 
roof line improve the foundation ap- 
pearance. A well cared for lawn at- 
tracts attention, however it takes only 
3 or 4 years and a low investment 
to correct a failing lawn. Go slowly 
before making an investment in land- 
scaping. 

On the other hand, a general clean 
up always pays off. There are many 
minor improvements that help sell a 
home. Repair cracked plaster; wash 
dirty walls; paint interior and exterior , 
where needed; fix broken tiles and 
leaky faucets; replace ripped screens 
and loose hinges. If carpeting is in 
bad repair, replace it with good basic 
beige or gold. 
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It may be an exaggeration to state 
that there are as many ways to fi- 
nance a home as there are houses on 
the market, but if you can convince 
a lender that you are a good credit 
risk, there's a better than equal 
chance he can come up with a mort- 
gage that will enable you to become 
a home owner. 

Once you have chosen your home, 
it's up to you to make the financial 
arrangements. If you shop around 
among banks, savings and loan asso- 
ciations and mortgage companies, you 
will hear different offers. Some lend- 
ers will be more lenient with older 
homes; others may favor only new 
houses. Arrangements for construc- 
tion loans vary with different lending 
firms, and you will need to delve 
into this matter if you plan to build 
a home. 

Some such loans are good only 
through the construction perkxl, with 
necessity to refinance when the 
house is completed. Others can be 
continued as the final loan, with the 
first payment on principal due when 
you move in. In either case you will 
pay interest on the money used 
throughout the construction period, 
and you will have to agree to some 
stipulations to protect the lender 
should there be delays or failure to 
finish the building. 

if you choose not to build, you 
may. in your hunt for a home, find 
an opportunity to take over an exist- 
ing mortgage. This will give you the 
benefit of lower closing fees and pos- 
sibly a better interest rate than on a 
new loan. But chances are you will 
not be able to assume the old loan at 
its original rate, if it is considerably 
lower than the current going rate. 
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To Suit 
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If you are borrowing on a new 
conventional loan (not government 
sponsored) a lender may quote a flat 
interest rate, regardless of the price 
you agree to pay for your home and 
the pmlion you need to borrow. An- 
other institution may offer you a 
lower rate (half a per cent or so) if 
your down payment is well above the 
minimum. And remember that the 
loan formula will be based on the 
appraisal; not on what you actually 
agree to pay to the seller. 

Shopping around to get the lowest 



possible borrowing rate can mean a 
sizeable saving over the life of the 
loan. The number of years you pay, 
also, is a factor in your total cost. 
While many buyers string payments 
oat for 30 years, if allowed to do so, 
some lenders prefer to write mort- 
gages for no more than 25 years. The 
difference in payments is small, each 
month, but the extra five years can 
add thousands of cbllars. 

Uxk on the chart, for instance, at 
a loan of $35,000 at lOM per cent. 
At $332 monthly for 25 years you will 
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pay $69,600, but if you stretch the 
debt over 30 years it will cost you 
$80,640 <$224 per month for 360 
months). That extra $8 on the month- 
ly payment can be worth $11,040 
over the life of the loan. 

Attractive to mme who can qualify 
is the VA (Veterans Administration) 
loan, also known as the GI loan, for 
which veterans may apply and can 
possibly borrow witfi no ddwn pay- 
ment. The horrbvying limit is a gener< 
ous^SlOO.OOOand the plan can be used 
~ more than once by a veteran, but on 
only one house kt a time. 

All government loans for housing 
stipulate that the property he owner- 
occupied. Mtmey 'is not available for 
multiple-family dwellings of more 
than four units, and then only if the 
owner lives in <me of the apartments^ 
For PHA loans, the down payment 
must be at least three per cent of the 
first $35,000 and five per cent of any 
amount over that, with a $60,000 
limit. A $50,000 loan, f(a example, 
calls for a minimum $2,000 down. Be 
prepared with facts and figures when 
you apply, and don't try to rush the 
process, for the paperwork may take 
several weeks, before you have ap- 
proval. When the deal is set, you will 
be expected to make mcmthly pay- 
ments of real estate taxes and -hazard 
insurance as a part of your check, 
over and above the tnstalbnent 

You may be applying fw your loan 
at a mwtgage company which does 
not actually "keep" your kwn. Such 
a firm does all <rf the pa^r work, 
carrying you fnmj application to ap- 
proval, and retains a part <tf your de^.

As a genera! rule, there- are four 
basic types of homeowner policies on 
the market to choose from. AH the 
coverages apply to certain causes of 
damage called perils. The perils you 
are insured against vary according to 
the type of policy you have. 

The first type is Homeowners 
Basic Form 1, This policy protects 
you yourself irom important and po- 
tentially expensive liabilities by pro- 
viding for comprehensive personal 
liability, medical payments, physical 



damage you may cause to the prop- 
erty of others, and all the costs of 
defending against lawsuits whether 
you are liable or not. In addition, it 
protects your property from loss 
caused by such familiar perils as 
smoke and fire, windstorm, hail, ex- 
plosion, lightning and glass breakage. 
Plus HO-1 insures against damage 
from non-owned vehicles, aircraft, 
riot and civil commotion and theft 
on or off the premises. 

The second policy type is Home- 
owners Broad Form 2 which includes 
all the perils covered by HO-1 plus 
it covers damages from owned vehi- 
cles, falling objects, collapse of build- 
ing, tearing or bulging of water- 
heating appliances, weight of ice and 
snow, freezing of plumbing system 
and water escape from appliances. 

The third type of policy is Home- 
owners Special Form 3 which gives 
you the most comprehensive cover- 
age so of course it costs more than 
the others. However, your home must 
meet certain safety standards to qual- 
ify. For example, if the wiring in 
your home is fairly old, you are not 
eligible. HO-3 offers dwelling cover- 
age for all risks except certain speci- 
fied perils such as earthquakes and 
floods. It also offers coverage for 
damage to or loss of personal property 
caused by any of the perils covered 
by HO-1 or HO-2. 

The fourth and final type is Hcwne- 
owners (Renters) Pblicy 4. This pro- 
tects personal property from all the 
perils of HO-1 or HO-2, but applies 
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only to those rentir^. 

In addition to the actual house 
garage structure, all the policies above 
also protect the items in your home 
like clothes, furniture. TV's, refrig- 
erators, rugs, stereos, records and 
tapes. The amount of coverage on 
these items and the amount of reim- 
bursement in the event of damage 
hinges upon many factors. When you 
take out a policy, your agent will ask 
for the current monetary value of any 
cameras, bicycles, stereos and rec- 
ords and make a note of this amount 
on your policy. When you enter a 
claim for damages on any of these 
items, your reimbursement will de- 
pend on factors such as the years the 
item has served you and its deprecia- 
tion value over those years and the 
current cost of replacement. So if 
your ten-year-old TV and stereo are 
stolen, all this information will help 
your agent work out a fair settlement. 

It is wise to note that items of sig- 
nificant value are protected only up 
to certain limits on any homeowners 
policy. For instance, jewelry and furs 
together are usually insured for only 
up to $500 on most policies. Anything 
over that would require a policy ad- 
justment to provide the extra cover- 
age needed. 

Coins, stamps and other valuable 
objects not regularly covered in the 
policy require a special floater clause. 
This shouldn't be neglected because 
if not handled properly, you could 
suffer a great loss. 

This brings up the task of proving 
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an item's worth. You must have 
everything of great value appraised 
by an exj>erl and get documented 
prix)f of what it is worth. 

It is also helpful to take photo- 
graphs of imix>rtant properly to use as 
extra support in the event of a bss. 
The insurance cinnpany will always 
insist on tangible evidence of value. 
All such proof shouki be safely stored 
somewhere away from the house, 
such as in a safe deposit box at the 
bank. 

Aside from any special floaters or 
amendments you request, home- 
owners policies all over the country 
are basically the same. Only the 
price varies so you shoul(^ definitely 
shop around and compare companies. 
Individual stales put a ceiling on 
rates but a company is free to set 
premiums anywhere below that 
amount. •

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Why You 
Need a WUI 



Most of us work hard to provide a 
safe and secure home for our families. 
We battle inflation to balance an un- 
ruly budget, sacrifice extras to save 
even a small nest egg and protect our 
families with health insurance. Yet 
precious few of us take the time and 
trouble to write a will assuring our 
families' security after oiir death. 

None of the excuses for not writ- 
ing a will is really acceptable. Of 
course none of us really cares to face 
our own mortality and plan for our 
family's life after our death. Many 
people feel that they simply dont have 
enough assets to require writing a 
will. Yet the sixe of your estate, which 
always turns out to be far larger than 
you expect, is only one consideration 
in writing your will. Finally, many 
people feel that writing their wills 
necessitates putting their finances in 
order. 

A well-written will is designed to 
do far more than simply pass an es- 
tate on to the appropriate heirs. Its 
primary purpose is, o^ course, to dis- 
tribute your property as you see fit. 
Without a will even the most obvious 
distribution may not be possible. For 
example, in some states a wife will 
only receive one-third of her hus- 
band's property (including some 
which is jointly owned) and their 
children are automatically awarded 
the remainder unless a will ^lecifies 




otherwise. 

The second priority* in writing a 
will ^ould be to minimize taxes. Here 
a competent attorney is absolutely 
necessary. Both the federal govern- 
ment and the states tax estates. While 
federal taxation is the same from state 
to state, you can minimize it with ap- 
propriate planning. State taxes vary 
widely. If you move your residence to 
another state or establish a second 
residence, your tax picture may alter 
radically. Under these circumstances, 
it is best to have your will reviewed 
for any appropriate changes. 

Because there will always be taxes 
and/or funeral expenses, your estate 
planning should provide enough 
liquid assets to pay these bills. Burial 
expenses have first priority for pay- 
ment. The Internal Revenue Service 
allows a minimum of nine months to 
pay federal taxes and this can be ex- 
tended. Your state may have other 
requirements, but remember that all 
taxes must be paid before the rest of 
your bequests can be made. Since the 
major asset in most estates is often a 
house, your heirs could be forced to 
sell it too quickly to pay the estate 
taxes due. The same is true of securi- 
ties. Keep in mind that savings ac- 
counts may be sealed until the estate 
is settled. Instead you stKHild have 
sufficient life insurance to meet these 
initial financial demands <mi your es- 
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tate. To minimize taxes on your in- 
surance benefits, your spouse (bene- 
ficiary) should own your insurance 
policy. Your insurance agent can ex- 
plain the procedures for this. 

Your final priority in writing a will 
should be to^keep it as flexible as pos- 
sible. This helps to avoid costly and 
time-consuming revisions every time 
your personal circumstances change. 
A good way to build flexibility in is 
to refrain from noting specific dollar 
amounts in bequests. Instead think of 
your estate as a whole and divide it 
into percentages among your heirs. 

Perhaps one of the best reasons for 
young people to write their wills is to 
provide a guardian for minor children. 
In lieu of an appointed guardian, the 
court will necessarily have to make a 
choice of which the parents may have 
disapproved. It is important, of course, 
to talk over the sutetantial responsi- 
bilities involved with a prospective 
guardian. 

Trusts are often established by 
wills to care for minor or dependent 
children or family members. Basic- 
ally a trust is a heading function. A 
person or institution, for examfde, 
your bank, is named trustee and h^ds 
your pnqierties ( real estate, securities, 
etc.) and pays income to the ben^i- 
ciary of the trust. Trusts may also be 
initiated without a will and during the 
lifetime of the creator of the trust. 
They will still peifoan tiie same bask: 
functKM). 

Every will names an executor to 
carry out the wishes of the deceased. 
While many peofde are tempted to 
name ckise family or friends, it really 
makes mme sense to name your bank. 
The re^xMWtUlity for carrying out the 
business (A any win is a fulltime job 



and requires the knowledge of a pro- 
fesskmal. You can always name a 
family member or friend as co-execu- 
tor. 

Today therie if a lot of talk about 
writing your will yourself. This is 
certainJy possible but just m certain 
to be risky. For one thing, l<^al lan- 
guage is a barrier to moet nonpn^s- 
sionals and a mix-up can change your y 
meaning entirely. Also the tax plan- \ 
ning advantagM so imfxNtant to writ- 
ing a will are lost without profMsional 
help. 

Finally, you can begin your estate 
planning with a careful inv«itory of 
all of your assets: savings, real estate, 
securities, insurance and Social 
Security benefits. Your lawyer will 
need to know those akmg with birth 
and marriage certificates, account and 
policy mimbers, and so on. Initially 
all of this seems like an overwhdm- 
ing task, but the benefits to you and 
ai^ heirs far outwretg h the labors. • .

Money buys lots of things. Having

Investing Your Money 



If you think of inveslmenis only 
;is something for Iho fin;mci.(lly well- 
(iff. you mifjhl just ;is easily think 
about how those same p<;ople earne<l 
ihoir financial security. While for 
some it may he true that it takes 
money to make money, others begin 
far more mcKleslly, plot their financial 
UiialsaiKl work their way to economic 
socurity. Of course this takes time, 
saving hai<l and often some sacrific- 
inij. liut if you consider all of the 
paychecks ahead of you and fail to 
devise a plan for even a small portion, 
you can easily throw away thousands 
of dollars. Financial analysis agree 
that a plan for saving and investing, 
rather than spending, on a regular 
basis is the backbone of financial 
security. And it's just ;is important lo 
have a saving rather than a sjK'nding 
plan for any financial windfiills -■ 
bonuses, lax returns, inheritances. 

First, while m.iny of us feel most 
secure with our emergency funds in 
a regular savings account, the 5'4% 
earnings are somewhat slim. You can

Also popular 
now since they pay perhaps the best 
rale for a secure investment are 
Treasury bills in $10,0(K) denomina- 
tions. These are short term invest- 
ments for as lillle as 00 days and 
paying as much as <)% or better. Other 
government noles are available' for 
various amounts and terms. Perhaps 
most attractive. Treasuries are ex- 
empt from state and local taxes. 

Aside from savings plans, the stock 
market is probably the most likely 
source of investments for many peo- 
ple. Less secure than the time savings 
plans above, it also offers a greater 



chance for gain and of course for loss. 
Essentially, stock is a fragment of 
ownership in a given company. The 
value of the stock rises (and falls! i 
with the company's fortunes. Overall, 
the basic business climate has been 
positive and so most stocks have fared 
well in the long run. 

The most successful stock inves- 
tors have a diversified portfolio of 
growth and income stocks. Briefly, 
growth stocks are usually in younger 
companies that pay few dividends 
but in which market value fluctuates 
more rapidly. Income stocks are in 
older, established firms. They are 
more expensively initially, often pay 
handsome dividerids and rise in value 
slowly as the economy grows. 

A few more notes about stock in- 
vestment are important. Despite the 
ease with which you can buy and sell 
stcKks, advisers warn against invest- 
ing funds that should remain liquid. 
You could be forced to sell, at a loss 
just lo raise cash. You need patience 
and some financial liquidity to sur- 
vive the inevitable market slumps. 
You should also take time to follow 
your investments. Keep an eye out for 
new opportunities and sell losers. 
Finally, keep careful records. Stock 
market gains are taxable and you will 
need receipts of your transactions. 

If playing the market on your own 
seems too risky or time consuming, 
consider mutual funds. These are 
simply pooled investments. The fund 
buys and sells stocks and in turn sells 
shares of its total to investors at a 
price per share. This price fluctuates 
with the market value of the stocks 
in the fund. Mutual funds offer sev- 
eral advantages. Small investors get 



fractional shares in some of the ex- 
pensive, blue chip stocks, bonds, etc. 
Mutual funds are specially set up to 
encourage regular investing tm a 
monthly or quarterly basis. The regu- 
larity of the plan is the keystone of 
a secure future. Before investing in 
any fund, study several to see how 
their overall track record has been. 
Your stock broker can be a great 
help here. ^ 

Options and commodities are spe- ^ 
cial, high-risk investments that also 
require sound financial backing. Op- 
tions are Just what they imply, op- 
tions to buy a stock. Your broker can 
help you understand and possibly 
invest in this market. Commodities 
refer to expected crops — corn, beans, 
wheat, etc. — and their trading de- 
pends on the fluctuation in supply 
and demand. Commodities trade on 
separate markets. They are a high- 
risk investment that requires sub- 
stantial backing and expert guidance 
from a commodities broker. 

Real estate has always been a 
profitable investment. Today, in spite 
of and perhaps because of inflation, 
real estate is more lucrative than ever. 
In fact the average national gain on 
real estate is 18%. This fluctuates 
from locale to locale. Besides these 
attractive returns, real estate also 
offers other financial bonuses. First, 
it lends the investor leverage, or the 
ability to invest a large sum with a 
small amount of cash since most of 
the investment can usually be bor- 
rowed with the real estate itself serv- 
ing as collateral. Real estate also 
offers investors considerable tax shel- 
ters for their earnings. 




Tips and Tactics— i 




Home ownership is, without a 
doubt, the single laixest financial step 
most families take. And considering 
today's steadily rising housing costs, 
the decision to buy, build and/or sell 
is certainly not one to take lightly. 
Rather, prospective buyers and sellers 
would do well to carefully consider 
all of the legal, financial and practical 
implications of the move they are 
about to make. 



Hm Buyer Beware 

In most areas, the j^ospective 
buyer bears all (rf the reqwnsibilhy 
for physieal and legal in^Mctions of 
the pr oper ty as wdl as the ^tails 
of finanqng. Ke^ in mind, too, that 
sihce the purchMS at s home has 
sudb far-reaching financial repercus- 
sions for you and your family, it's 
well worth it to be "in the know." 

First, dadde whatyou can actually 
afford. Determine how much of a 
ca^ down payment you can make 



Next, determine your housing pri- 
orities. Bear in mind that what your 
family wants may considerably ex- 
ceed what you realistically need in 
terms of space and location. Develop 
a list of "musts" as well as some "nice 
to haves." IDon't forget to include 
such factors as transportation, access 
to schools, churches, shopping and 
recreational facilities. And, since 
there is no perfect home, be prepared 
to nuike a few concessions. 

Take your time to shop. Look at 
a variety oMxHises and price ranges 
to see what your housing dollars will 
buy. Be honest in looking at each 
house. Don't be sdd by darling ojr- 
tains when the house is just too small. 
Some flaws like worn carpeting or 
old paint are ea^ remedied. Others 
like an out-moded kitchen can also 
be fixed but at greater expense. Are 
tfM renovations worth it? Decide just 
how much you are wUling to tackle 
and conskler the cost of any repairs 
immediately necessary. 



Besides the physicaLstmcture. you 
should also determine certain intan- 
gibles. Consider the general character 
of the neighborhood. Is it well-kept or 
showing some signs of decay? Are 
many homes for sale? In these 
energy-conscious times, you also owe 
it to yourself and your wallet to ask 
about heating and cixiiing costs. Are 
the property taxes stable? Are ihcy 
buying competent community ser- 
vices? Don't be afraid of asking for 
expert advice. Have reputable profes- 
sionals inspect questionable furnaces, 
roofs, wiring and the Uke. 

Making an Offer 

Signed by you and the seller, your 
"offer to buy" becomes a sales con^ 
tract and therefore is legally binding! 
If a purchase is going to falter, it will 
probably do so because of a misunder- 
standing here. Whether it's written 
by a realtor or your lawyer, be sure 
your offer includes the purchase 
price, down payment and your financ- 
ing method of course, as well as a 
legal description of the property and 
any items (stove, etc. I to be included. 
Don't forget to spell out any factors 
that may void this contract and also 
the conditions for the return or for- 
feiture of your earnest money if that 
should happen. Include any other 
applicable agreements. By all means, 
insist on a contract that meets all of 
your needs and protects your interests 
and dollars. 

Once the seller has accepted your 
offer (and don't be discouraged if you 
have to do a little haggling), you owe 
him the courtesy of beginning the 
financing procedures, title search and 
so on as soon as possible. Ask your 
lawyer, realtor and/or banker to con-

tinue to oversee these activities but 
you must also do the same to protect 
your interests. 

Selling Your Home 

Whether you sell your home your- 
self or use the services of a real estate 
agent, you will still need to do some 
homework yourself. First, be pre- 
pared for questions from realtors, ap- 
praisors, orprosjxicls by arming your- 
self with any and all jK'rtinent facts; 
lot .size. nK)m dimensions, age of the 
house, furnace, water heater and so 
on. taxes antl assessments, ulility 
costs, school tlisi riots. Try to antici- 
pate every question a prospective 
buyer migjil have. Don"l over-sell but 
alvjve all be Irxjuest. 

Of course you should gel your 
home in company shajie l>cfore you 
show it. Whik' many |>eopk; feel (hat 
fresh paint and s») «»n helps enhance 
the selling of a home, just as many 
others feel it's a waste of time. Do, 
however, gel your home and yard 
clean. Rememlwr that prospective 
buyers will l)e l(M)kiiig int<i every nook 
and cranny, so clear duller from 
closets, pimlry. luiscnicnl. garage and 
so on. 

Arrive al a reasonable selling price. 
You can do this on your own or with 
a realtor by studying the prices of_ 
comparable homes sold recently in 
your neighb()rhu(xi. You cim also en- 
gage an independent appraiser. Keep 
in mind that if you use a realtor, his 
sales commission comes off the top 
of your sale price. However, his ser- 
vices may be well worth the effort 
since he wHI advertise the house, 
screen prospective buyers, show your _ 
home, handle all offers to buy and 
usually also arrange the closing.

Dty Manager George L. Hanbury, in giving tne 
report on the spillway at an informal council session last 
week, said council had to decide what its commitment to 
the people were and why money should be spent on the 
lake. 

The situation can be improved by extending the 
concrete construction and getting rid of the berm. 

Councilman John A. Baum sud that the expenditure 
would obligate all taxpayers to benefit a few people. 

Hanbury said, "We fed it's been going on so long 
council has a moral commitment." The spillway was 
dedicate^ to the dty in 1968. 
^ CouncOman Clarence A. Holland said that the coist 
might be written off against increased assessments. "If 
we dumped it six years ago I wouldn't be too 
concerned."

Alcohol ranks top in drug abuse | virginiiifieach wrths

The average Virginia Beadi adult uses ettodon- 
altering drugs every day of his or her adtUt life. Iliese 
are the conunon itons which are used to ^vate or 
express emotions and the day usually startt with 
caffeine, goes to nictoine, and follows through with 
unwinding with alcohol in the evening and going to 
sleep with prescribed drup. 

Young drug abusers are getting the bulk of attention 
and concern, but if the coactm was Iwsed on numbm, 
or the suffering, sickness, or death ca^sed in the total 
view of the drug abuse picture, adult abuse wouU 
dominate the scene. 

It is a cold hard fact that addiction is a major problon 
of life destruction in this country and in most civilized 
areas of the world. But which drug ranks Na 1? No 
contest — alcohol wins hands down. 

It is doubtful, aocOTding to social experts that any 
chnnical or drug past and future will be as devastating 
(M- as costly to society as the present price ifve now are 
paying for the unrestricted use of alcohol. Herion, LSD, 
uppers, downers, marijuana, opium and PCP aU 
together cannot get started in the race confipared to the 
wreckage caused by alcohol. 

Why do pec^Ie take drugs? To change the way they 
feel about themselves or their situations. People want to 
feel differently so when they are insecure, lonely, 
unhappy, guilty, or just plain bored, they take a 
chemical vacation by the pill, joint or glass. 

Drugs that block the depressed feeling are the 
barbituarates or opium derivatives,' but the tqp of the 
list of the most commonly used is alcohol. Chemicals 
which give you an "up", which mask fatigoe feeling are 
stimulants, i.e. caffeine, cocaine, nicotine and 
marijuana. 

To be human is to have emotional stress. Everyone 
has problems and obstacles. When we are faced with 
pressures and we fail for one reason or another to put 
our hand on a solution, we grow tired of the struggle. 

We feel Uke a failure in a country where there are to 
be no failures, and each of us see all around us the daily 
symbols of success. So 12 miUion are alchoUcs in the 
United SUtes, 150,000 new addicts are added to the 
human wrecking yard every year, plus half of all the

Two billion arrests ynrly are caused by the misuse of 
alcohol, the annual lou of wages is set at $17 billion and 
70 percent of prisoners are sming their sentence in jail 
with alcohd involvonent. Add that one in four middes 
has a history of alcohol abuse, and you have a good 
pMure of whidi drug b the truly (Unieroiii drug in oiv 
culture. 

Other drugs or chemicals are more addicting than 
alcohol, but ho other drug has such a wide use or so 
terrible and tragic consequences to one's self and to 
others. Dr. Harvey Clindwll notes that 54 povent of all 
admissions to nmital hospitals are suffning ftom 
alcoholism, 29 p^cent of all males now in mmtal 
hosfritals are chronic alcoholic, while 38 percent of 
family court cases involve excessive drinking. Eighteen 
to 27 percent <^ aU families now on welfare have an 
alcoholic family member. 

No one I have ever counseled ever started out to 
become an alcoholic. To try to find hapinness in a 
chonical is to chase a rainbow. 

The drug which I meet in the wreckage of Iwman life 
most consistently is not bdng smuggled across any 
border. Or used by the young as a symbcri of rebellion. It 
is socially encouraged and will kill more people this year 
than any year of the recent Vietnam conflict. 

There is help as close as the nearest phone. Ask for 
the number of Alcoholic Anonymous. They have been 
there and can give anyone caught in this web of drug 
al^iise a hand, listening ear and hdp to A better life.

Advice from the 
Vetorans Administration 

Q. - / retired last year at age 62 because of illness. I 
served in World War 11 but suffered no disability in 
service'^Is there a veteran's pemon available to me? 

A. - To quality for non-service connected pension 
before age 63. a veteran must be rated permanently and 
totally disabled by the Veterans Administration. Over 
age 65, there is no such requirement. In both cases there 
are strict limitations on income from non-VA sources. 

Q. • I have been honorably discharged after four 
years of active military service. What is my GI Bill 
educational entitlement? 

A. - Four years of active military service entitles a 
veteran to 4S months of educational assistance. It must 
be used within 10 years after discharge or release from 
service. 

Q.-Iama Vietnam Era veteran who is unable to find 
employment. Am I eligible for unemployment 
fpmpensation? 

« A. - Genwdly, a veteran with,uja*.daj«'aOr jawtfa, 
continuous service is entitled to unemployment benefits 
under federal law. Contact your local state employment 
service for specific eligibility requirements.

What mail order buyers should know 



The elderly and those living at a distance ftom stwes 
have long known tfiat Aon)ing by mail is a convenient 
way to buy a wide variety of goods. Its increasing 
popularity has crMted an industry that is well- 
established and substahtial. However, consumers are 
sometimes dissatisfied with maU order service, as the 
large number of complaints concerning nuul order 
businesses received by Better Business Bureaus each 
year indicate. 

Mao order buyers should be aware that the delivery of 
mo-chandise, any neected repairs or replacements, and 
refunds wiU take longer, particularly during the hoUday 
season. By realizing this and by eterdsing common 
sense, consumers can reduce the possibility of 
dissatisfaction.

Before pladng an order through the mail, find out 
about the sdte. Do you know anyone who has done 
business with the company before? If so, find out if 
their exporieiKe was a good wie. Was the merchandise 
delivered in a reasonable time? Did the product match 
its description in tlw catalc^ on ad? Was it worth the 
price? If the bunness is unknbm, call the Better 
Business Bureau for information on the company. 

Scrutinize the adverti^ng for the pnxtact carefully. 
Is the item clearly described? Does the ad offer a refund 
if the buyer is dissatisfied? Does the price sound 
reasonable? Sometimes mail order merchandise is a 
bargain, sometimes it is nM. Do some comparative 
shopirfng before OTdering. Find out if the i»ice is 
competitive witii tlMse in local stores.

New SSI rules on resources

Virginia Beach people who previously applied for 
supplemental security income (SSI) payments and were 
denied because of excess resources may now be eligible. 

New regulations effective November 1, 1979, change 
the way a penon's resources (assets) are evaluated under 
the SSI program. 

The regulations do not change the actual resource 
limits. To be eligible fot S^I checks, countable resources 
still cannot exceed $1 ,300 for an individual or $2,230 for 
a couple. But the method fo>r figuring the amount of a 
person's countable resources has been changed. 

All resources, except for drrs, will now be evaluated 
on the basis of theit equity value, father than their 
current market value. The equity value is the price an 
item can be expected to sell for on the open market, 
minus any amount stiU owedon the item. 

As in the past, part of the value of personal effects, 
household goods, and a car will be disregarded. But the 
part that does not count has been increased. 

Personal effects and household goods will not be 
counted if their total equity value is $2,000 or less. If 
their total equity value ^ceeds $2,000, tiie excess counts 
against the resow6e limit. 

Prior to November 1, personal effects and household 



po-ovide the merchandise, the goods must be shipped 
within 30 days after a properly completed order is 
received. The buyer can cancel the order if the 
merdiandise isn't received shortly after the 30-day 
period. If tile seller can't deliver by the promised or 
required date, the buyer must be notified of the new 
shipping date and given the choice of accepting the new 
date or canceling the order for a full refund. But there 
are exceptions - COD orders, credit orders in which the 
buyer's account is not chained before goods are 
shipped, and orders for photo finishing, seeds, growing- 
plaints, and magazine subscriptions are among thc»e to 
which the rules don't apply. 

HandUng problems 

When ordering merchandise by mail, the prudent 
consumer will retain records for use if a complaint 
becomes necessary later. Items to keep include ads and 
catalogs; a copy of the fiUed-in order blank; canceled 
checks, money order or charge account records; 
acknowledgements or receipts; and all correspondence. 
Buyers shouldn't pay for mail order goods in cash - 
checks or money orders are much safer and provide a 
record of the transaction. 

Consumers with mail order problems should take 
them first to the maU order company. In most cases this 
will be enough to resolve the matter, especially if 
satisfaction is guaranteed. If the problem persists, the 
Better Business Bureau stands ready to help.

goods were not counted if they had a total market value 
of $1,300 or less. 

If a person owns a car. only the portion of the current 
market value which exceeds $4,500 will count. Current 
market value means the average price a car of that 
particular year, make, model, and conditon will sell for 
on the open market in the particular geographic area. 

A car won't count at all if it is used by the household 
for transporUtion to a job or to a place for regular 
treatment of a specific medical ^problem or if it is 
modified for use by a handicapped person. 
" Before November 1 . only $ 1 .200 of a car ' s retail value 
was disregarded, and the rules did not except a car 
because it had been modified for a handicapped person. 

If a claimant owns more than one car, the equity 
bralue of each counts against the resource limit.

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TCC tells local success stories

Over the past few months, several events have 
occured of wMch we are very proud here on the Virginia 
Beach Campus of Tidewater Cmnmunity CoU^e. 

Last month,' we found that graduates from our 
respiratory therapy program scored higher than the 
national average on their national certification 
examination. The exam is given to technicians who have 
been out of school at least one ^ar. Former TCC 
students scored an average of 81 points while the 
national average was 79. In addition, 86 percent of our 
graduates passed the examination while only S6 percent 
of all who tdok the test had passing grades. 

Many of our graduates stay in the Tidewater area and 
go to work at local hospitals. Ot'last year's graduating 
class, 60 percent are out working in the community. 

We also were pleased to learn that the Cooperative 
Education Program on all TCC Campuses received 
$122,060 in grant money for its 1979-80 program. The 
grant application was prepared by Sam Lamb, 
coordinator of our Virginia Beach C^ampus' Co-op 
program. 

The award, made under the authority of the Higher 
Education Act (HEA), Title VIH, is the largest such 



grant HEA made to ai^ institution fai the mte for 1979- 
8p. It is more than twice as lar^ as the next V^bm 
grant of $48,430, which was awarded by HEA to 
Northern Virginia Community CcAege in Annamtale. 

The grant is the fourth the coltege has recdved in a 
five-year cycle of HEA grante. During the fint year, 70 
studenu participated in the program. Last yrar, th^ 
were 648 studmts participating. Our goal for this yev is 
700-730 students. 

Students'^frrai the Virginia Beach campus can be 
found working in our community in curriculum-related 
jobs such as drafting, datia processii^, secretarial 
positions and business management prc^ams. 

This past summer, two TCC courses, designed to 
train elementary and secondary school teachers in 
substance abuse education, received a high evaluation 
from the Executive Director of the Tidewater C(Nudl 
on Alcoholism. 

Council Director Thomas M. Slaven summarized his 
report by saying, "the two courses, 'Drug Use and 
Abuse in Pre-Teen Years' and 'Drug Use and Ab^ise in 
Teenage Years' made a statistically significant impact 
on both knowledge and attitudes. Based on an extensive 
review of the literature, this appears to be one of the 
first pretest-post test, experimental-control group

Members of the Tide- 
water Central Church of 
the Nazarene in Virginia 
Beach are working to send 
a group of men to the 
Dominican Republic to 
repair building damaged 
by Hurricanes David and 
Frederick. The church 
hopes to raise $5,000 to 
purchase the necessary 
building materials. 

"There are no funds in 
the Dominican Republic 
for reconstruction of 
buildings that were 
damaged . by the 
hurricanes," explaines 
Barbara Ackison, 
president of the 
congregation's Nazarene 
World Missionary 
Society." We plan to send 
a group of men from our 
church who will rebuild 
homes and churches." 

This marks the third 
year that the church has 
pursued this missionary 
project. Buildings 
constructed by church 
members during the last 
two years withstood the 
effects of the recent 
hurricanes. However, 
many other structures on 
the island remain in 
shambles. 

"Our group constructs 
sturdy building out of 
cinder block," says Mn. 
Ackison. Building 
materials are purchased in

Q. If r save "so much" 
money each month, how 
much money will I have in 
Jive, 10 or 20 years? 

A. This particular 
question is prolMbly on 
the minds of many of my 
Virginia Beach readers. 
The answer depends on 
the type of savings 
account you have, the 
amount of interest paid, 
and how the institution 
compounds your money. 

The fastest way for your 
money to grow is if your 
funds are compound«l on 
a daily basis. This means 
that the principal is 
compounded, and that 
interest is paid on interest. 
For example, if you 
deposited SlO each month 
in a savings account at 
5.25 percent interest, in 10 
years you would have 
approximately $1,600. If 
you could manage to put 
away SlOO per n)onth, in 
10 years you would have 
almost $16,000. 

Naturally, the larger 
amount of money you can 
afford to save, the more 
interest you will have 
which can be compounded 
along with your original 
investment. If you will 
check at the savings 
institution, they can 
probably provide you 
with a chart which will 
show you exactly how 
your money will 
compound. 

Q. Inflation and food 
prices here in Tidewater 
are almost as bad as 
gasoline prices. Isn't there 
an easy way to cope with 
thisproblem? 

A. One of the best ways 
to cope with our rising 
food prices is to shop 
carefully. You can 
probably trim youi^ 
present grocery bills by 
almost 20 percent if you 
shop for bargains, buy no- 
frills-type items, use 
coupons and try to utilize 
the unbranded products 
whenever possible. 

In order to ease the 
pain, you might be 
interested to know that we 
in the United States are 
spending a smaller 
proportion of our after- 
tax dollars on grocmes 
than was spend in 1940. 
According to a survey 
done by The Family 
Banker, a publication of. 
Continental Bank, 
- Americans eat better than 
most other people. 

In Japan, for exampk, 
beef costs about $12 per 
pound and the Japanese 
eat beef about twice a yet. 
In Argentina, it takes 63 
minutes of work to buy a 
pound of sirloin 
beefsteak, in France 40 
minutes and Australia, 26 
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You

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minutfs. Amedcans work 
only 19 minutes, and we 
work fewer hours to buy 
our food than the people 
of any other major 
industrial!^ country.

fireplace logs

Q. I have a redwood 
deck porch which is now 
about six months old on 
my home in Belamy 
Manor. The wood has 
already turned a grayish 
beige. The question is — 
should the wood be 
treated a^d with what? I 
am getting differing 
opinions on this. Pleax 
advise. — M.P.P. 

A. All untreated red- 
wood will weather to a 
silvery gray. It would be 
difficult to restore the 
original redwood color 
now, but hare are sugges- 
tions for a water-repellent 
preservative finish: 

A water-repellent pre- 
servative is a solution of 
hydrocarbon "Wax, such as 
parafin, resin or resin and 
a nonvoltile oU, and a 
presovative, such as a 
chlorinated phenol in 
mineral spirits or other 
volatile solvents. It pene- 
trates and continues for 
some time to spread into 
the wood. The wax and 
possibly tht resin and oil 
make the surface of the 
wood repdlent to water, 
and the preservative adds 
mildew and decay resist- 
ance to the wood. 

Q. Can you please print 
the directions on how to 
soak, roll and treat old 
newspapers to make 
"logs" for vtinter burning 
in---4he fireplace? This 
might be a lood time of 
yew to ptipare the hgs, 
sin<x they'll be al^e to dry 
quicUy in the Beach's 
early fall weather. Thanks 
for your column. — John 
B.O.

A. Yes, now is a good 
time to prepare paper logs 
that you can make your- 
self. 

These logs, a good ex- 
ample of recycling made 
practical and easy, are 
made of rolled-up papers, 
soaked in a salt solution 
and thoroughly dried. Use 
them just as you would 
wooden logs. They are 
easy to light, long luting 
and give good heat and 
burn with a bright, color- 
ful flame. 

To make the logs, you 
need only these items — 
newspapers, magazines 
and scrap paper of aU 
types, including junk 
mail. 

Take two pounds each 
of coarse salt and borax, 
heavy twine, transparent 
tape, a four- or five-gtillon 
non-metallic container, 
such as earthenware or 
plastic not affected by 
boiling water. A five-gal- 
lon plastic trash can is a 
suitable utensil. 

First, make the solution 
by putting the salt and 
borax into the container. 
Then pour in two gallons 
of boiling water, stir vi- 
gorously to dissolve the 
solids as much as po»ible, 
and let the solution cool, 
stirring from time to time. 
Then stand the logs on 
end in the solution in the 



container. Put as many as 
you can without crowding 
or causing an overflow. 
The solution should rise to 
the top of the container. If 
it does not, add warm 
water to fill. 

Let the logs soak for 
about 24 hours. Add two 
quarts of warm water and 
turn the logs upside down. 
Let soak, turning several 
times, for two or three 
days, or until all the liquid 
has been absorbed. 

Remove from the con- 
tainer and lay the logs on 
paper in a warm place. Let 
the logs dry thoroughly, 
about two weeks. 

Incideptally, when roll- 
ing the logs from old 
newspapers or magazines, 
make a paper pile that is 
thicker in the center than 
at the ends. Start at one 
end and roll up very, very 
tightly to form a log about 
three indies in diameter. 
The tighter you roll, the , 
denser the finished log and 
the longer it wiU bum. 

Secure the roll with, 
transparent tape while you 
tie it at the ends and center ' 
with heavy twine.

Regular auto care, in the form of simple checks and 
tune-ups, can reduce maintenance costs significantly. 
Through attention to upkeep, Virginia Beach car 
owners should be able to catch small faults and failures 
before they develop into large and costly problems, or 
cause breakdowns on the road. 

With the help of an owner's or shop manuel, drivers 
can do much of the checks, changes, and simple repairs 
necessary to keep a car in good running condition. 

Tires, including the spare, should be checked every 
week or so for proper inflation; ample tread; and to 
make sure they have no bulges, cuts or breaks. 
Improperly inflated tires can increase fuel consumption, 
and will wear out quickly. Uneven wear can also be an 
indication of poor wheel alignment or balance, which 
limits the life of the tires. A person skilled in tire service 
should align the wheels and balance the tires. 

Battery fluid should be checked at least once a week- 
unless the car has one of the new sealed batteries. 
Windshield wiper fluid or anitfreeze and radiator 
coolant levels should also be checked weekly. Fluid 
levels in the brakes, engin, power steering, transmission, 
and differential should be checked periodically,

manual. 

About every 1500 miles the fan, power steering, air 
conditioner, and generator or alternator belts; and the 
radiator, heater, and air conditioner hoses should be 
checked to be sure they are not loose, hard, or cracked. 

It's easy to check the brake system each time the car is 
on the road. There should not be too much pedal 
movement before the brakes seem to take hold, the 
brakes should not grab or pull to the left or right, and 
there should be no scratchy sound when the brakes are 
applied. A "mushy" pedal indicates air in the hydraulic 
lines. The emergency brake should also be checked 
periodically. 

The exhaust system should be checked periodically 
for leaks, so that carbon monoxide cannot excape into 
the car. 

Once or twice a week all lights should be checked. 
Battery terminals should be kept clean and free of 
corrosion. Windshield wipers should be neither broken 
nor cracked so that some part of the blade holder makes 
contact with the windshielH

The housing industry rqmsents a very impcntant 
chunk in the economy of the Qty of Virginia Beach, 
particulary since the dty is still in such a rapid growth 
pattern. Housing ranks iHth tnula, tourism and the 
government when one takes into account not (»ly those 
directly empl(^ed 1^ the industry, Iwt also the stimulant 
that new home sales provl(tes to other cconon^ secton. 
Out of the 100 persons who buy homes at the Bewrh 
every two weeks, 95 will puidiase drapa; 63 will buy 
power tools; 89 will purdiase $1000 <x mote of 
landscaping materials; 32 will need major kitchen 
appliances, and so on. And of course the city wdl 
recognizes the impact of the tax revalues it collects from 
both the builder and the new homeowner. 

The latest action of the Federal Reserve B(Mrd will 
undoubtedly affect this economic situaticm... adversely. 
While Tidewater tends to be better huulirted against the 
effect of scarce money and high interest than other 
areas of the country, tlwre does now exist a definite 
uncertainty among petvm familiv with t^ industry 
and its up and down hist(^. 

The tight money approach currently being employed 
by the federal government is basically unequitiri>le. 
Large corporations manage. It is the working people 
and small businesses who are drivra out of the 
marketplace and oat of business. The overwhebning 
percentage of home builden are small, not large, 
businessmen. 

Here's what happens. C(nutructi(Hi money, at two 
points above the prime rate, beccmes i^hibitively 
expensive or hard to get, thus (moot the small builder 
to build fewer of an even more aqmisive product or 
none at all if he goes oat 6f business. 

The UYi percent VA and FHA rate with seven 
points, not to mention the conventional rate, is 
discouraging to home buyers. C(Niplcd with the 
inflationary 10 to 14 percent rise in the pice of housing, 
the prospective home buyer just can't keep up. 

As an example, the average $60,000 home with a 20 
percent down, IS percent interest rate, 30-year 
conventional morgan carries a $607 montUy prin^pal 
and intCTcst paymait. Based oa curroit predictions, 
next year that same house wiU cost $66,000. Hie 
additional down paymem will be $1200 meanmg an 
additional monthly paymoit of $60. Just to offset the 
increase, a family will need a $2M0 rise in 'aeime. Just 



to offset the increase. One can readily understand why 
families are slipping behind, and why so many of them 
are postponmg thdr homebuying desires. 

So buUders don't build and buyers don't buy. What 
does that mean? Doesn't it mean that prices will fall and 
inflation wiD slow? Perhaps. For the shortfall. But this 
doesn't take into account the one very important factor. 
The underlyii^ demand for housing doesn't go away. 

Anyone who doesn't believe that Virginia Beach is 
still very much in an expansion/growth cycle hasn't 
followed the city's history very long. Inflation is cooled 
temporarily, really just stalled, because as soon as the 
credit restraints are lifted, the market surges forward in 
an attempt to accommodate the pent-up demand. 
However builders, suppliers and subcontractors have 
left the business. Inventories are way down. The 
population suddenly wants and needs homes. The 
insufficient supply and the industry's inability to 
quickly respond mean even higher new home prices and 
higho- interest rates. 

Government should look for ways to increase 
productivity, to encourage investment by business and 
saving by consumers, to reduce reckless government 
spending policies, and to increase the supply of essential 
g(>ods. These may be the answers to inflation, not 
widespread unemployment in an industry which 
recovers slowly and not the discouragement of 
thousands of moderate income families struggluig to 
make a living and purchase a home.

It is important to check

for cracking on sides, sUte

Q. I am writing this 
letter concerning a 
tremendous amount of 
pressure in my head and 
lately it has been mostly 
behind my nose. I do not, 
to my knowledge, have 
any sort of sinus problem, 
but this is very annoying. 

I find the pressure is 
more intense when I lie 
down and when I first 
awaken in the mornings 
before I get up. 

I don 't know what kind 
of a doctor I should see. 
''Any help or idea as to 
what the problem may be, 
would be greatly 
appreciated. 

A. Based on statistics, 
your type of complaint 
would be most likely due 
to congestion in the 
nasoplharynx secondary 
to either chronic sinus 
infection or swelling due 
to allergic factors. On the 
other hand, there are 
many other conditions 
that must be ruled out. 
i The presence of nasal 
discharge, mucus, blood 
or other symptoms 
associated would be 
important to know about. 

In some people, just 
being in the head-down 
position for any length of 
time may be enough to 
permit swelling of the 
nasal membranes. In this 
- case, just elevating the 
head end of the bed on 4- 
to 6-inch blocks under the 
legs may be enough to 
eliminate the problem. 

Your first important 
step is to have a competent 
physician examine you. If 
-!^ou have a ' falrtlly 
physician, see him. If not, 
and you want to go 
straight to a specialist, I 
would suggest a nose and 
throat specialist. 

He can examine the area 
completely to be certain 
there are no tumors or 
growths in the region. He 
can also get a pretty good 
idea from the 

examination whether or 
not your have any 
substantial infection in the 
sinuses. He may want X 
/•rays or lab tests such as 
blood count or nasal 
1^ smears to aid in the 
disgnosis.

Forcing bulbs for indoor blooming 



By PATRICK DENTON 



For many years we Beach folks have treated ourselves 
to the luxury of "forcing" bulbs for early indoor spring 
bloom. About this time of year we pot up our old 
favorites and a few new ones set them in the cold room 
and wait for those first shoots to appear any time after * 
Christmas. 

Forcing is merely a term applied to the process of 
making the bulbs bloom ahead of their normal season. 
Many plants are forced by nurseries, azaleas and 
hydrangeas, for example, which are pushed ahead of 
schedule by adjusting temperature, light and moisture. 

Many sorts of spring bulbs are suitable for indoor 
blooming — daffodils, tulips, hyacinths, crocuses, 
glory-of-the-snow, snowdrops, scilla and grape 
hyacinth. Certain varities, though, are better for forcing 
than others. Bulb catalogs list those which lend 
themselves best by forcing. 

All the bulbs can be potted up at the same time in the 
fall. Use a five-inch size for a single large hyacinth bulb, 
or a larger one for a group of three hyacinths. Use 
sterilized potting soil, setting the bulbs so the tips just 
show at the soil surface. If you are planting a group of 
bulbs in one pot, they only have to be spaced a scant 
inch apart. 

Place the flat side of tulip bulbs facing the rim of the 
pot. The flat side produces the largest leaf, so it is best 
placed to grow over the edge of the pot. 

Once the bulbs are potted, they are placed in cold 
storage. The easiest method is to store them in a dark 
corner of the basement pr garage where the temperature 
will stay above freezing, by not more than a few 
degrees. 

Keep the soil in the pots slightly damp. Do not let 
them dry out, and keep th^m in the dark. Under these 
cooditiotis the 'pots should be filled with roots in about 
six weeks. , . , 

About this time you can easily check up on root 
growth by lifting the ball of soil out of one pot. Once 
the lower surface of the soil ball is covered with roots, 
the bulb is ready for forcing. 

However, you do not have to remove the pots from 
cold storage right away. Plants will not make much top 
growth undn- these cold, dark conditions. So even if 
you pot all your bulbs ub at the same time, you can still 
have a succession of blooms by bringing them out of 
cold storage at different times. 

Once roots are formed, bring the pots indoors one or 
two at a time at two- week intervals. Move. them to

Do fish see underwater? 

DefSnitelyy— although 
their vision is limited by 
the short distance light 
travels in water. 

Do fish shed their 
scales? 

No, scales only grow 
bigger. 

Biologists use the scales 
to age fish, with rings 
corresponding to each 
year of a fish's life. 

Do fish drink water? 

Not freshwater fish. 
They take in water with 
their food, and also when 
they force water through 
the gills to obtain oxygen. 

Most of this is probably 
expelled immediately. 

Saltwater fish do drink 
water, since the high 
concentration of salt in 
the water around them 
tends to cause a loss of 
natural body fluids. 

They pass off excess salt 
through special cells. 

Do fish sleep? 

Biologists say yes. Fish 
do not have eyelids and 
therefore don't close their 
eyes, but they do take time 
out to rest. 

Some lie on their sides, 
others rest against objects, 
and still others suspend 
themselv^ motionless for 
short periods. 



another dark place but at a slightly warmer temperature 
of about 50 degress Fahrenheit (10 degrees Celcius). In 
about three weeks, when leaves and flower stalks are 
about six inches high, bring them to a sunny window 
that is not too warm — just a bit below room 
temperature. Keep watered moderately. 

During their dark period^ leaves and stalks will be 
yellow because of lack of light. They will soon green up 
in the light. 

Once the blo6n» have opened, reflaove from the cun 
to keep the blooms going longer. 

Groups of three hyacinths in a pot are most 
attractive, and their scent in the house is lovely. Just be 
sure to plant three of a kind for bloom at the same time. 

General de Wet is our favorite tulip for forcing, both 
for its shimmering deep orange-red and its fabulous 
perfume. Second choice is Gudeoshnik, which is creamy 
peach and rosy red. A large pot of a dozen of these is 
most beautiful. 

Yellow Cheerfubiess is a tiny, delicate type of 
narcissus with several small, fluffy blooms on each 
stem. It is very fragrant. 



Know your fish 



Knowning the 

difference between 
largemouth, spotted and 
smallmouth bass is 
important because state 
fish and game 
departments impose 
different possession limits 
or size limits before a fish 
can be kept. 

The most distinctive 
feature of a largemouth 
bass is the length of its 
lower jaw. 

With the mouth dosed, 
imagine a vertical line 
which touches the back 
^ge of the fish's eye and 
crosses the lower jaw. . 

A largemouth bass' 
lower jaw always extends 
beyond this imaginary 
line. 

A smallmouth bass' 
lower jaw goes only to the 
mid-eye position with the 
exception of the Neosho 
rmallmouth, which 
extends to the back edge 
of the eye. 

Complicating matters 
some is the spotted bass 
whose lower jaw extends 
to the back of the eye, 
except for the Alabama 
spotted bass which goes 
oaly to mid-eye. 

Fortunately, both the 
Itleosho smallmouth and 
Alabama spotted bass 
have very limited ranges 
and are seldom 
encountered by the 
majority of fishermen. 

Another easily 
recognized difference 



between species is the 
appearance of the dorsal 
fin. 

Largemouth bass have 
two dorsal fins with no 
connection between them, 
while smallmouth and 
spotted bass have two 
which are ComtfX^: ' \

Recipes 



For those of you who have loaded your freezers with 
bluefish, here are a few recipes that were sent to me by 
the Vu-ginia Institute of Marine Science. 

Charcoal grilled bluefish 

2 pounds fillets or steaks OR 

3 pounds dressed bluefish 
1 charcoal grill, any type 
30 to 36 charcoal briquets 

1 hinged wire hatid grill, wdl-greased 

3/4 to 1 cup basting sauce (your own favorite or Spicy 

Marinade*)! basting brush 

make fire with charcoal briquets. When coals are 
white hot, spread evmly over bottom of grill. 

Wash and dry fish. Cut fish into serving-size portions 
and place in wdl-greased, hinged wire hand grill. Baste 
fish with sauce and place, skin ladt down, about 4 
inches from moderately hot coahT. Cook, bste, and turn 
fish as foUows: Fillets or steaks: Cook 5 minutes, baste, 
turn; Cook S mintues, baste, turn; Cook until done, 
about 15 minutes. Dressed: Cook 8 minutes, baste, 
turn; Cook 8 minutes, baste, turn; Cook until done, 
about 20 to 25 minutes. 

Fish is done when flesh flakes easily when tested with 
afork. 

NOTE: 

If fire flames up, remove fish from coals until flames 
die down, as fire will dry and toughen fish. 

Cooking tim& are approximate: Every fire behaves in 
a different way, depending on the type of equipment 
used, wind, air temperature, humidity and fuel. 
Therefore the cooking times are a guide only. 
. ..If se9loo(|,t>ecome$ dry, baste m(»e frcquoitly. 
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2 pounds bluefish (or other fish), fillets 

1 medium onion, sliced 

2 stalks celery, including tops, cut in strips 
2 carrots, cut in strips 

1/4 teaspoon pepper 

2 teaspoons salt 

Water, just barely to cover 

Put bluefish in single layer in wide shallow pan (such 
as large fry pan); add veg^bles and seasonings; add 
water to just barely cover. Bring to a boil, cover and 
simmer slowly just until fish flakes easily when tested 
with a fork, 5 to 10 minutes. Be careul not to overcook. 
Remove bluefish from pan and use as desired. 

Makes 6 servings as an entree; 4 cups cut-up bluefish 
for Bluefish Salad Supreme.

Water in gas tanks 



While you're getting 
your stern drive boat 
ready for winter storage, 
don't overlook the need to 
get water out of its gas 
tank. 

Even a small quantity 
left there for months am 
result in corroded spots. 

Many boaters prefer to 
store their stern drive 
boau with full gas tanks. 

The gas is d<Med with 
fuel-stabiliang fluid that 
s^UKS down the rate of 
decomposition and thus of 
gum formation. 

It mak« sense to keep 
tanks filled. 

An "empty" tank is apt 
to have a few cupfuls of 
gas TtxMin on its bottom. 

This is . enough to 



vaporize and mix with the 
air in the tank to fonn a 
violently explosive 
mixture. 

A full tank is inunune to 
explosion. It will burn, 
but it won't blow up 
violently from some minor 
q)ark or flame. 

Also, a tank that's full 
of gas won't let 
condensation form on its 
inner surfMes. 

Boating authorities 
nevertheless warn that 
whra a tank is full of gas, 
a little water in its bottom 
is shid^d from tlw air 
and wQl not evaporate. 

It can ronain that for a 
long time and corrc^ the 
m^tal. 

As Mdi season dtaws to 



a close, watch your fuel 
filter for signs of an undue 
amount of water. 

It's usually okay to lue 
in a boat tank the kind of 



water-removing producu 
sold in automotive stores. 
Most are simply the 
common chemical 
m^hanol.

Goose decoys 

I am talking about folding, floating silhouette goo«| 
decoys. 

For years goose hunters have been using silhouette 
goose stools in the fields but not until five years ago did 
I see any that floated, and I have to admit I was a little 
skeptical until I actually saw them in the water. 

They looked fantastic and it wasn't long befoir they 
had decoyed three large Canadians into me and my son 
nnid. I was imptcssrd.

Instructions 

To make the floating silhouettes you need a sheet of 
1 4 plywood and several lengths of 2 x 2 pine or fir. 

You make a pattern for your silhouette and then cut 
as many out of the sheet of plywood as you can. 

Then you cut the 2 x 2 into lengths of 36 inches. 

You then rout out a slot at the end of the 2 x 2 the 
length of the base of your silhouettes and wide enought

Mark the mid point on it and place it on a flat 
surface. 

Take three of the silhouettes with the rounded ends 
together and place them on the sheet metal one inch 
from the mid point, and hold them firmly. 

Fold the sheet metal over the end of the bases until 
you have equal amounts on the top and bottom. 

The piece of sheet metal is going to be a hing to hold 
the bases together. Two holes should be drilled into the 
sheet metal and through the center base so that it won't 
move when it is bolted into place. 
., One hole will be drilled into the sheet metal and 
through the two outside bases and a bolt put through it 
to hold it in place. 

The one bolt will enable the two outside bases to work 
'^.as if they were hinged. 

Next you need to drill a hole through the side of the 
center bases for the anchor line to be secured . 

By having the anchor line on the center base the wind 
■«and tide will keep the silhouettes open when in use. The 
decoys are then ready to be painted. 

Duck decoys can also be made in this fashion and wil

be just as effective. You will not only save yourself some 
money but also alot of space. 

Fifteen or 20 of these folding decoys can be carried 
' alot easier then twenty of the solid bodies.

Hospital insurance can help pay for up to 90 days of 
inpatient care in each benefit period, plus up to 60 
additional, non-renewable reserve days if you ever need 
to be in a hospital for more than 90 days in a benefit 
period. It can help pay for up to 100 days of care in a 
participating skilled nursing facility, and it will pay the 
reasonable cost of up to 100 home health visits. 

The medical insurance part of Medicare covers 
doctors' services, outpatient hospital services, home 
henlth visits, and outpatient physical therapy and speech 
patholf^ services. It also covers certain ambulance 
services, limited services by chiropractors, limited home 
and office servicw by a licensed physical therapist, and 
many other services and supplies not covered by 
hospital insurance. 

As a general rule, after you meet the $60 annual 
deductible, medical insurance will pay 80 percent of the 
reasonable charges for all covered services you receive in 
a year. 

Medicare do« not cover preventive health services, 
such as regular physical check-ups, or routing dental 
care, such as filling or removal of teeth. Other services 
and supplies not covered by Medicar include

on the O.R. nurses role is being extended past the 
special day into December. Staff nurses will have one 
week in December during which they may accompany 
tiieir patients to the operating room and remain through 
their operations, an unusual procedure, since unit 
nurses usually stay on their own units and do not go 
with patients to surgery. 

In addition, the entire hospital staff will have an 
opportunity to tour one of the operating rooms and talk 
to O.R. personnel on Dec. 13. On that day, one 
operating room will be opened to the hospital's staff 
from 7 a.m. to 6 p.m., so that they will have an 
opportunity to become better acquainted with the 
functions of this isolated area of the hospital. 

Many employees never enter the O.R. suite during the 
normal course of their employment. The tours should 
increase communication between hospital departments, 
according to Mrs. Ingrid Fox. R.N., assistant director 
of the surgical suite, P.A.R., and C.S.S. at General 
Hospital of Virginia Beach. 



acupuncture, custodial care, drugs and medicines you 
buy yourself with or without a doctor's prescription, 
eyeglasses, hearing aids, homemakcr services, private 
duty nurses, and personal convenience items such as a 
television in your hospital room. 

If you are just becoming eligible for Medicare and 
you ah-eady have private health insurance, you may 
want to get in touch with your insurance agent to discuss 
your insurance needs in relation to Medicare. Don't 
cancel any private insurance you have now if you aren't 
yet eligible for Medicare - especially if you have 
dependents who are covered under your present policy. 

You also should know that no private company or 
agent selling insurance to supplement Medicare is 
connected with the Federal Government. Some 
companies use names, designs, or envelopes that can 
give the impression they are connected with the 
Govenmient in some way. 

To help Medicare beneficiaries decide whether they 
need private supplemental insurance, the Health Care 
Financing Administration has published a pamphlet 
called Ouide to Health Iifturanoe for Ptc(ple with 
Medicare. The pamphlet explains what Medicare 
covers, describes the kinds of private insurance 
supplements available, and provides useful information 
to beneficiaries considering the purchase of 
supplemental insurance. Free copies of the guide are 
available at social security offices. State Insurance 
Departments, and many setuor citizen's centers.

Tips for franchise investors 



Mti^ pe(qrie in Virginia Beach who want to "be their 
> o«m boas" look to fran^ising as the best way to get 
started in tlwir own business. Although new Federal 
Itade Commission (FTC) regulations offer pn^pective 
im«itt>rs much more (MtMection against fraud and 
ndn^qiresaitition than they have had in the past, the 
Bettor Business l^ireau cautions that careful analysis 
and sound Judgmmt still are the most important factors 
in choosing a franchise. 

Basic qncstioM 

Tlie FTC ruks, effective on October 21, 1979, cover 
disdocure of information by a>mpanies that sell 
fraltdiisea. It is still up to prospective investors, 
Irawtvcrf to dedde whether a fnmchise is the right 
invcttount to make. They must consid^ whether 
owning and (HMrating a business under a franchise 
agreement with a ccmipany fits in with thdr personal 
stroi^hs and weakmsses, likes and dislikes. Can they 
(qwrate a small business and handle the financial risks 
and responsibilities involved in such a venture? Are they 
willing to put in long hours of hard work? Will they be 
comfortable doing the thin^ they will have to do - 
sdling to the public or maintaining a sales oudet, for 
exami^? 

After answering questions like these, anyone 
intoested in frandiising shouldn't have trouble finding 
a prospective franchiser. There are franchises for many 
kinds of businesses, and they are listed in several 
directories available from the government and private 
OTganlzations. 

Itoqdred iof omation 

When the prospective investor contacts one or more 
frandiise companies, the new FTC rules come into play. 
At least ten days before a franchise contract is signed 6x 
mon^ is paid to the franchise company, the company 
must iN'ovide information about: 

* Costs: Wbat are the start-up costs - fees, deposits, 
down payments, purchase of equipment and inventory, 
prqwid rent? Are they returnable if the deal falls 
through? How about recurring costs - royalties, rent. 
advertising, equipment and inventory? What training is 
provided, and at what cost? What are" the terms of 
financing? 

* Operations: Are there limits on what goods or 



services can be offoed, or on tiw customers to whom 
they can be offered? Is tiie t«ritory of the franchise 
limited, and, if so, are the omipany's other franchisees 
kept out of the tcrritwy? Does the company require or 
advise the franchisee to do business witii any particular 
companin or individuals, and if so, who are they? Must 
tile franchisee (^>erate the btulMss personally? How 
long does it usually tal» to choose a site for the business 
or build an outkt? 

* The con^MUiy: What is the past business experience, 
including litigation and bankruptcy, of the company 
and iu top offK«n and directMs? How many franchises 
are there, and how many of these are company-owned? 
How many fi-an^ises Iwve been terminated during the 
past ymr, and why? Hie ctnnpany must provice its most 
recent balance sheet, its tiu-ee mmt recent income 
statements and a list of its fraiurhises that are nearest to 
the prospective buyer. 

* The contract: How long does it last, and how can it 
be renewed or terminated? Can the franchise be 
repurchased by the oonqwny or sold by the franchisee? 
What rights do tlM franchisee's heirs have? How can the 
contract be chan^ eSMa it is signed? 

If the comi»ny jwovides projections of sales of 
earnings for a franchise, dtiier in general terms or in 
relation to the qiedfic franchise bdng offered, the FTC 
requires that the cranpuy have a reasonable basis for 
nuddng Uie |Ht>jections and supply tius information on 
request. Also, it must disclose the number and 
percentage of outiets that do as well as the projections 
indicate. 

Aaeqialmix 

Prospective franchise buyers should regard Uie FFC- 
required disclosures as a good starting point - but no 
more than that • in evaluating a franchise offer. An 
attorney should look over the contract and advise on 
how suitable it is in terms of the investor's interests. An 
accountant should examine the financial statements, 
especially to nuke sure the company substitute for 
talking directiy with current franchisees to find out what 
operating the franchise really is like and how well the 
company delivers on its promises. The FTC rules 
require the franchisor to provide names and addresses 
of existing area franchisees.

facade, the cover-up, the front. The last hour is usually 
very dose to where he really is as an authentic person if 
he has had real listening during this time. 

Gary says a successful person is a self-centered 
penon, a selfish pason, and his selfishness may include 
his family. But he has a deep sense of his own worthy 
and realizes that loyalty to a company is stupidity. 

My immediate response was that loyalty is considered 
f yirtiie in our culture. Gary considered this for a 
moment ai^d then asked me the question: "What are 
ycHi loyal to in a company - bricks and mortar, 
stockholders you have never seen? Fact the fact that it is 
a form of security, a form of mother's love. The secuft 
person does not need that. 

"If a man says to me," continued Gary, "that he is 
loyal to his company, what he is really telling me is that 
he really doesn't love himself very much. If a man says 
that he is dedicated to his growth, and his potential, and 
he is self-centered enough and concerned enough about 
his own well-being, I know that the man will make the 
company grow for his own purposes." 

Part of Gary's job this week is to fly to Boston and 
fire a manager. I asked him about his fedings about 
this. "Of course, it bothers me," he answered. "But the 
way I am going to fire that man is to make him hate me - 
to put something so repulsive of myself inside of him 
that he wiU go out, get a job, and do it just to prove that 
I was wrong in firing him.

Constipation has many causes and ahndst no one 
escapes it entirely, at one time or another during a 
lifetinie. 

Changes in the diet vnth geographical relocation 
accourit for the typical traveler's plight. New foods, 
water and customs of a different country often produce 
temporary, but unpleasant problems. 

Depending upon which countries are visited, and the 

excellent of the sanitation laws, many foreign visitors 

experience either the "Montezuma's Revenge" type of 

upset, or an annoying constipation. Visitors to the 

United SUtes find the adjustment to our country just as 

disturbing as American travelers abroad. 

It is a hunuui problon that must be dealt with 

^individually. The traveler's destress, however, is usually 

^short-lived, as adjustments to new surroundings take 

place. 

Packing some pure bran, mild laxative tablets or a 
few dried prunes along with an anti-diarrhea medication 
in every traveler's bag can save a lot of misery in a 
foreign country. Consider the problem of the poor guy 
trying to explain these needs in a place where he can't 
speak the language. 

People who suffer chronic constipation at home often 
have a more serious situation. Some folks seem to have 
been "bom that way" and indeed there are, to borrow a 
psychological term, "retentive-type" personalities. 
Certainly, mental attitudes have significant effects on 
physical well-being. Hostile, angry and tense individuals 
often suffer from constipation, which in turn tends to 
hdghten their hostility. 

Wlut effect vrill changes in Uie diet bring about? 
Depending upon what the habitual foods have been 
taken - a soft, bland di^ with little or limited fluids, low 
fiber, high fat, sugary foods along with sedentary 
occupations may account for a sluggish intestinal tract. 
Excessive amounts of vitamin D can cause a loss of 
appetite and constipation - which may surprise some 
people who erroneously think that there is no such thing 
as a vitamin overdose. 

One of the most effective ways of correcting 
constipation problems is to add a lot. of water to the 
diet. A quart a day should be the minimal amount taken 
in addition to the r^ular beverages, and more if 
possible. 

Fiber, as it is currently called, rather than the former 
term, bulk or roughage, can easily be added to any diet. 
TTw simplest way is to sprinkle one to two tablespoons 
of pure bran, over other foods - preferably salads of 
fresh ftuits and vegetables. Whole grain breads, cereals. 
nuU and pectin are effective aids and sources of dietary 

fiber. 

R^ular exercise on a daily basis puts every aspect of 
the body in better condition. It is more effective to 
ncerdse every day, evoi for a few minutes, than being 
w occasional "week-end athlete."

During the autumn of the year, all across Virginia 
Beach you see backyard gardeners intensely studying 
plants of all types wherever they are sold. For this is the 
time of year when one tends to spot new places indoors 
where a plant would be just the thing to finish off the 
decor of a room. 

But in order to give each plant a spot in which it will 
thrive, and to supply it with the correct care, it's a good 
idea to have on hand a good book on house plant care. 
Both Ortho and Sunset put out good complete 
magazine-format houseplant books. 

It's important to sel«:t in the first place only healthy 
plants, insect-free, with obvious new and flourishing 
growth. Then, keep any new addition to your 
houseplant collection in isolation for two weeks before 
you place it with your established plants, just in case 
some catching disorder manifests itself. 

Major aspects of houseplant care to consider are 
watering, feeding and light exposure. If a houseplant is 
not receiving its proper care it usually gives some 
indication of its need. For example, if leaf edges turn 
brown or when new growth withers, usually the plant is 
placed in too high a heat and lacks moisture and-or 
humidity. It is telling you it needs a cooler spot, regular 
watering and an increase in humidity. 

In our centrally heated homes during the cold 
weather, the air can tend to be very dry. It pays to mist 
your humidity-loving plants daily, and to set pots in 
containers holding wet pebbles. Also, grouping these 
plants together helps maintain humidity. 

Watering the roots and leaves with cold water will 
usually produce white or yellowish rings on the foliage. 
Always use water at room temperature to moisten the 
soil. If some drops of water do get on the foliage, be 
sure they are not left in the sun. 

If a flowering indoor plant fails to produce any 
blossoms, chances are it needs more light, moisture and

humidity, and perhaps less fertilizer. Provide more light 
by moving it to a brighter window or closer to a 
fluorescent light. Take care to keep soil evenly moist 
and increase humidity. Fcrtlize less and avoid plant 
food with a high nitrogen content during the normal 
blooming period for the plant. 

Many indoor gardeners are thrilled when their plants 
set out nice fat flower buds, but then to their 
disappointment the plant begins to drop the buds before 
they cap open into bloom. Again, the problem often is 
too high a temperature, or drafts, or temperature 
changes. The plant likely needs a much higher humidity. 
Most pUnts in bud benefit from a misting twice daily. 

If the stems on a plant turn mushy and decay, or the 
leaves wilt, it usually means the plant is being drowned 
with water. Check first that the soil drains well. 
Begonias, gloxinias, geraniums and African violets 
especially suffer from being planted in heavy, 
waterlogged soil. 

Acid-loving plants like azaleas, citrus and camellias 
will indicate their need for greater acidity by sending our 
new foliage growth that is yellow. Foliage will return to 
a proper color with applications of one ounce iron 
sulphate dissolved in two gallons of water. Keep using 
the solution until the green is restored to the leaf color. 

If some lower leaves on a plant yellow and drop off, it 
could be the plant is just getting old. Or perhaps these 
leaves have matured and should be clipped off. For 
geraniums, give more fresh air.

A. Adequate sound 
barriers are needed to 
reduce transmission of 
outdoor noises into a 
house. Smne effect will 
result from«>lid fences of 
suitabf^ height, 
particular^r fences of 
stone or brick. Thick, 
dense hedga also have 
some effect. 

However, the best 
barrien to stop mrise f^om 
entering through windows 
are storm sashes, installed 
tightly with fdt strips at 
the edges, double-glass 
windows, felt weather 
stripping for all windows 
and heavy drapes. 

Q. In our bathroom we 



have faucets called 
"bathroom jewelry. " One 
is of antique gold color 
and has devel<v>ed a green 
deposit. The otha- is a 
pewter finish and has a 
whitish water settks. lam 
afraid to use the wrdimry 
dearurforfetw it might be 
too harsh. Do you have 
any suggestions? — \frs. 
V.L. 

A. Try washing the 
faucets with white 
vinegar, mixed with as 
much salt as will dissolve. 
If the dqxMits are caused 
from hard water, often a 
paste of kerosene and 
scratchless cleanser will 
work. The discoloration 
can often be removed by 
wiping the surface with 
household ammonia. 
Dilute this half and half 
with water. As much of 
the plumbing and cleaning 
problems in your area are 
due to hard water, a water 
softner helps. 

Q. Our problem is a 
strange one. We put a 
plastic-type dresser scarf 



or runner on both our 
solid oak dressers. Well, 
to our amazement, the 
runners stuck and left a 
bumpy surface. 

Evidently, some type of 
"waxy" stuff was on the 
back of the runners and is 
all over the top of the 
dressers. We haven't 
dared try to get it off, 
axept to use lemon oil, 
without results. 

We realize it may need a 
solvent of some kind, but 
that might mean a 
refinishing job of the top 
surface and one could 
never match the stain, I'm 
sure. Please help. — Mrs. 
Ed. AicE. 

A. A plastic film, often 
from tablecloths, doilies, 
runners or placemats, may 
cling to wood under 
c^tain conditions of heat, 
humidity and pressure. 

If the wood is well 
finished, you may be able 
to remove the fllm with a 
dry, soap-fllled steel wool 
pad, rubbed very gently 
over the affected area. 

If this doesn't work, try 



liquid sandpaper, but use 
with caution, going over 
the surface very lightly, ^ 

If neither of these w»k, 
the only other nmedy I 
know is a refii^shiiig job. 

Q.Sincetakii^awood- 
reflnishing doss. I have 
started str^pit^ tUnts in 
my house and lu^Hng 
them natural. One was my 
firepkxe mantel but now 
the brick and thefiofstone 
luarth look v^ dingy. 

How am I get them 
back into shitpe? I have 
heard you use muriatic 
acid, but do not know 
how to dilute it. Would 
appreciate any h^ you 
can give me. — Mae H. 

A. Muriatic add is used 
mostly to ronove mortar 
or cement splashes firom 
brick, but it is difficult to 
sue inside the house and I 
doubt that is what you 
need for cleaning your 
fireplace brick and 
flagstone. If used, the 
dilution is one part 
muriatic acid to niiw parts 
of water. This is a 
dangerous add, so be sure 
to use rubber gloves, wear 



Proyisions of the new Bankruptcy Act

Q. We own a small 
business in Virginia 
Beach, and the last few 
months our income has 
dwindled to almost 
nothing. 

I want to reivHiiiike the 
company, but I am qfraid 
the hassle would be 
terrible, so I hod almost 
deceided to close the 
doors, when I read about 
a new bankruptcy law that 
might help me. Can you 
give me any ii^ormation 
on tlu new hw, and also 
how to go about 
reorganizing? — Name 
withheU uptm request. 

A. I am sorry, but I am 
not qualified to give you 
spedfic legal advice, so in 
order to have your 
question properly 
answered do go talk with a 
lawyer. 

I can tell you. however, 
that the new Bankruptcy 
Refram Act which went 
into effect Oct. 1 of this 
year has noade substantial 
changes from the previous 
law. 

Most important for you 
is that the new law will 
(vovide peq;^ who own a 
small busincu, as you do, 
an effective way in which 
to reorganize your 
company wittout a lot of 
disruption in your 
business. The new law wiU 
increase the possibility 
that all the assets of 
persons comtempUting 
^ bankruptcy may be 
' protected in the 
bankruptcy proceeding, 
allowing the debtor to 
discharge his liabilities 
while maintaining conU(4 
and owneship ovet his 
pioperty. 

A new federal 
exeraptira will allow the 
debtw to exempt $7.S00 in 
cash as wdl as all the <Mher 
exem^kim pomitttd by 
hiw. HudMsd tad wife 
bankrupt will be allowed 
to take ei^ption umto

Q. In an Individual 
Retirement Account Plan 
(IRA), is the ux of an 
annuity contract the only 
method I can use to insure 
my beneficiaries can avoid 
paying an estate tax on my 
retirement plan after my 
death? 

A. No it isn't. If you 
make a choice to receive 
trust payments from 
whatever form of IRA you 
have over three or more 
years, that will keep IRA 
funds out of the estate, 
according to the Into^al 
Revenue Code, Section 
2039(e). and Income Tax 
RegulaUonsl.2039-S(b). 

Sometimes it will be 
pmsible with a payment 
period spread over two 
years, and in some 
instances, a single lump- 
sum payment will be 
sufficient for qualified 
plans. (IRC 2039 (c) and 

2039(0.) 

One of the problems 
with the IRA retirement 
l^ans today is that the 
ptfson who is drafting the 
plan has not look^ at the 
tax consequences which 
might come into effect 20 
years in the future. For 
instance, no beneficiary 
was selected and the 
person who is benefiting 
from the plan dies. That 
beneficiary of the plant 
will have to pay «ute aiMl 
gift taxes because the 
drafter did not indicate 
the proper election to 
make in order to avoid 
them. 

The btticflciary of your 
retirement plan should be 
a defined person, your 
spouse, or your child for 
example, not your estate. 
(Although estate and gift 
taxes are separate taxes, 
the rules do overlap and 



are comparable, su 
essence they dove-tail.) 

If your beneficiary docs 
choose a 36-month 
payout, whatever assets 
are coming in that period 
are not subjl^t tdgift tax.

We have just received the schedule of classes for the 
winter quarter on the Virginia Beach campus of 
Tidewater Community College. Registration began this 
week and will continue through December 20 and will be 
held again on January 2.

In order to best serve the needs of the community, we 
also are offering four special registrations for courses 
offered at off-campus locations. For courses on the 
Naval Air Station, Oceana, prospective students may 
register on Dec. 3 from 1 1:30 a.m. to 1 p.m. in the Navy 
Campus for Achievement Office. At the U.S. Naval 
Amphibious Base, Little Creek, registration will take 
place on Dec. 4 from 3:30 - S p.m. in Building 3504, 
room 173.

Army private discovers 
formula for success 
in intelligence field 

"I had heard that the Intelligence School at Ft. 
Devens was one of the toughest in the Army. I 
volunteered for the school, and I came here determined 
to be one of the best. ' ' 

Army Private Jeanne Marie Palo, daughter of Alex 
Palo Sr. of Virginia Beach^ recently graduated from 
05H (Electronic Warfare/Cryptologic Interceptor- 
Morse) training with the highest average ever achieved 
at the U.S. Army Intelligence School, Ft. Devens, 
(USAISD). 

Palo came to USAISD with absolutely no 
background in Morse Code or intelligence specialities. 
Her previous training had been in patient 
administration at Ft. Sam Houston, Tx. She completed 
that course as "distinguished graduate" also. When she 
finished her training, though, Palo found there were no 
vacancies in the field. 

"I was given the chance to transfer to another 
specialty", she says, "so I chose the intelligence field. It 
sounded pretty exciting, and from what I had been told, 
it would be quite a challenge for me." 

EW/Crypto training proved to be every bit as 
difficuh as Palo had been told. "Things looked pretty 
grim for a while," she says. "I got stuck on one code 
speed and thought I'd never get past is. But I kept telling 
myself, 'Don't give up." And I didn't." 

Palo doesn't feel she's really that special, though. 
"Anyone can do the same thing I did," she says. "All it 
takes is the determination to succeed. You have to set a 
goal for yourself and always keep that goal in mind. It's 
not that much effort. It's really a simple matter of 
keeping your mind on where you're going. " 

Palo's time in the Army has been one of sheer 
optimism. She entered basic training and "loved it." 
She attended the "patient administration's' course at 
Ft. Sam Houston, and came out the distinguished 
graduate. And now, she has taken Ft. Devens and the 
intelligence school by storm. 

"I didn't know I was going to be the distinguised 
graduate from the 05H course, but I'm glad I was. It 
makes the effort worthwhile. " 

She doesn't see this success as the cubnhution of her 
efforts, though. Palo has plans, later in her career, 
"after six to eight years in the field", to try for Officer 
Candidate School. "I want to make intelligence my 
career," she says. 

Private Palo is now on her way to Field Station 
Augsburg, Germany, for a three-year tour.

The first pilot project 
was sosuccessful that the 
city had a problem getting 
its garbage cans back 
from the residents.

Han- 
bury said it was such "an 
overwhelming success 
that the pec^le did want 
us to take the cans back."

Hanbury hastened to 
add that he wasn't making 
any such prc^}osal. 

Public Wo-ks director 
Oral Lambert said that 
existing trucks can be 
used for the first system, 
the Rubbermaid program, 
with dumping units in the 
rear.

InitlaOy the dty wilB need $210,000 for design plans 
which wiU be inchukd in the General Obligation bond 
refermdum coming up fai February. 

City Manager Qt(x$e L.. Hanbury told City Council 
Monday afternoon at an informal session that the city 
would seek financial assistance for the project from the 
state, the federal government, private contributors and 
foundations. 

The proposed site contains 35.429 acres extending 
from General Booth Boulevard to the center of Owls 
Creek, owned by the dty. The Owls Creek boat ramp 
occupies approximatdy three acres on the northern tip 
of the property along with the Virginia Beach Erosion 
Commission building near the center of the property on 
approximiUely one acre of land. 

Mack Rawls, formerly with the school administration, 
which is working with the city to acquire the museum, is 
director of the museum project. In a report to council 
Monday evening he said that the potential sites were 
narrowed down to six, of which the Owls Creek site is 
recommoided. 

Original plans called for the location of the museum 
in the Seashore State Park but the state turned the city 
down. The federal government also denied the city the 
use of Fort Story property for the museum. 

Hanbury said that Virginia Beach, the largest and 
only dty on the beach in the state, is a natural for such a 
museum. He said that a city the size of Virginia Beach 
should try to reach as many people as possible and not 
only thrcNigh basic needs. The museum, he said, is not 
intended to duplicate any museum in Virginia. Virginia 
Beach's school age pq^tion, the largest in the state, 
has to go dsewhere to see this type of thing, Hanbury 
said. ^

for the museum. He said that the city plans to ask the 
General Assembly for an appropriation during the 1980 
session, the alternate year when allocations of funds are 
made. 

Rawls said that he has received offers of 
contributions but did not want to accept them until the 
dty has definitely decided to build the museum. 

Rawls said that because of the high median income 
level of its population, Virginia Beach does not qualify 
for any large federal grants which would pay the total 
capital costs. All of the museum's operating costs would 
be paid from admission revenues. 

A master plan presented in January 1977 was 
prepared by E. Verner Johnson Associates, a museum 
consulting firm in Boston. The plan calls for 40,000 
square feet of space with two acres of parking and road 
acceess on a site on a relatively unpolluted source of salt 
water and within close proximity to maritime forests 
and wetlands. Owls Creek, Hanbury said, is virtually 
unpolluted. 

Of the six sites considered, the McLeskey site on Owls 
Creek was the only privately-owned parcel and was 
considered the best site in the report. The purchase price 
however, was expected to be prohibitive. 

Both the McLeskey site and the city's site (Pendleton 
Site A) are located on navigible water. The report states 
that the shallow depth of Pendleton Site A and the 
location of the Erosio Commission building will present 
some minor problems for future expansion. 

The 1977 study calls for exhibit programs with more 
than half of the exhibits featuring live specimens 
indigenous to Virginia waters. Areas containing applied 
science and research exhibits will deal mainly with 
Virginia environmental/economic concerns such as 
beans erosion, water quality and offshore drilling. 

A slide presention by Rawls combined features of 
similary museums in other parts of the country to reveal 
an elaborate and striking complex. 

The state's $50,000 in aid to assist in planning the 

museum has been allocated to employ a full-time

Wittidra««l of the support gmerally cwi force peak>le 
to use theh own resources, to ittUnk and devdop thdr 
own strong "sdf-ccmcept" and then they start to grow. 

The assumrttion of this ^e of treatment is that at the 
ewe of evory imm^c person there is some baric self- 
esteon whidi can be fanned into life and growth. This is 
the M^ of the new be^nnfaig. 

But siqipose suppnl is gradually withdrawn from a 
nou-otic penon and a probe is made for thai om qtark 
of seif-estem. and then the horrible discovery is made 
that there is nothmg left at the center of the person's 
self-hood? Withdrawal therapy is helpless in die face of 
this Und of life tragedy. 

Ttue. there are not too many people who tUnlrthat 
lowly of themselves, but when such a situation cmnes 
along, only an unshakable creed can provide any 
reassurance of self-wwth. People may seardi for love to 
reaffirm thdr worth and they may be rebuffed again 
and agidn, betrayed and frustrated. Or they may 
expoience years of being "beaten down," and lutve all 
of their self-confidence destroyed. At the moment of 
total and utto- despair, only the basic definition of the 
human personality can provide any hope of renewal. 

It is Uut God. in His very creation of mortals, give to 
us love and nurture. So it is that each person is endowed 
with the shadow of God's essence. No matter what else 
may happoi, no matter what crimes such a person may 
conunitt, no matter what despair he or she may fall into, 
God's fundamental love remains.

One of the questions people sometimes ask us is why 
doesn't social security work like commercial insurance. 

Sonivlimcs the question rcler.s lo the f.icJ thai 
comijucrcial insurance companies are required by law to 
have sufficient reserves so that they can meet 9II their 
future obligations even if no new policies are sold. 

Or the questions may come from somebody who is 
wondering why social security does not provide a 
specified return on "premiums" as private annuities do. 

The answer to both questions is based on the fact that 
social security simply isn't t|ie sarne as Gommcficial 
• iBMrance'evew though the systwfi has maiiy-of ftie" 
characteristics of private insurance programs. 

"Social security programs here and in other 
countries generally are referred to as "social insurance" 
because they are sponsored by the government for 
society as a whole. They are designed to prevent 
widespread poverty in the society by assuring families a 
continuing income when certain events occur. Old age, 
death, and disability arc the most common events 
covcired. j 

But lei's get to specific differences between social 
security and commercial insurance, starting with 
Tinancing. 

Because a private insurance company is not assured 
of new customers, it is required to maintain sufficient 
assets on hand 10 pay all benefits as they fall due. 

Social security, however, is mandatory for most 
workers. It is therefore assured of new participants and 
does not need to maintain huge reserves to meet its 
future obligations. 

Thus social security benefits are financed primarily 
from current payroll taxes. The system is considered 
financially sound when anticipated taxes are sufficient 
to pay anticipated benefits for future years. . 

The trust funds contain a contingent reserve sufficient 
to pay bencHis lor several munlhs should there be a 
shortfall in income. 

Moreover, if the system were to maintain reserves to 
pay all obligations presently incurred it would impact 
severaly on the economy. 

Investing such huge funds in private businesses would 
lead to Governriient ownership of many of the Nation's 
corporations. 

The second questions refers to the social security 
benefits structure and how benefits are paid. 

Like all insurance plans, social security is based on 
the idea of particiinnts pooling their resources to share 
the cost of certain risks. 

Itul unlike private vonipanics, stHi.il sccuriiy is 
primarily, designed to protect the society as a whole, 
with individual equity a strong consideration.

Q. We've Just bought a

A. Wail-covering would 
probably be a very good 
solution to your problem.

Iran liuy have seiznl the headlines in the last few 
weeks, but the news that still concerns roost Americans 
is the grim story on inflation/recession. 

Virginia BMch, evoi with its stable economy, may 
not be immune to tlw social, economic, and political 
consequences of the Federal Reserve Board's latnt 
dabbling in the money situation - action which has led to 
a IS.S percent prime interest rate and 13 and 14 po-cent 
mortgage interest rates. 

The gasoline crisis two ^ars ago created a real Hit in 
the tourism industry with a subsequent overfl(m of 
concern in other sectors of the econmny. The FED's 
action should have the same sort of effect in the 
homebuilding/real estate industry with the same 
unfortunate overflor effect. 

If the current high interest rates and tight money are 
allowed to continue, it's predicted that the following 
decline in the Beach's economy may result in 1980: 

• A loss of some 2000 housing unit sales. This would 
mean a shortage in housing for new and present Beach 
residents • a certain stimulant for a sharp jump in new 
home prices once the monetary situation is eased. 

• Some 3000 jobs will be lost or jeopardized. 

• Approxinutely SSO million may be lost in wages 
with a resultant S12 million forfeited in total tax 
revenue, i|ot including state and local taxes collected at 
closings or permit fees. 

• Two hundred million dollars will be lost in local 
economic activity, activity which spreads beyond the 
construction industry to other segments of the 
economy. 

The decline could be substantial enought to be felt by 
a majority of Beach residents. 

What's being done? The housing industry recently 
hosted a Housmg Economic Summit Conference in 
Washington which included congressional, labor, 
business and consumer interests.

The Ralph Nacter group told tlw assonbly that any 
actions by the FED stringent enough to bring inflation 
down by one percentage point, would also throw on% 
million people out of work and carve $100 biUion of tl 
Gross National Product. 

Sen. Lloyd Bentsen (D-Tex.), chairman of Congri 
Joint Econoroic Committee pointed out that "a stroi 
dose of high interest rates will dampen the symptoms of 
infIation...Ho«raver, the uderlying, root causes of 
inflation - deficit spencUng, a low rate of savings ani 
investment and (teclining productivity - are not treatef ^^ 
by high interest rata". Bentsen has introduce^^^ 
Iqpslation that would exempt fnmi federal income tax( 
the first %500 of interest earned on savings. 

Further comments on the high interest rates wi 
made by Vondal Gravlee, president of the Natioi 
Association of Home Builders, "It won't stop t 
inflation generated by the 60 percoit increase in oil 
prices experienced thus far this year. "It wcHi't sto# 
food prices from rising. Nor will it stop the inflationary 
pressures that are pushing up construction, financing 
and land costs that make up a good share of the price of 
today's typical new home." 

The Administration has said it would consider askii 
for the release of Brooke-Cranston funds for mortgag^ 
interest sul»idies on singte family hiNising in the even^ 
home sales and housing production declined to<^ 
rapidly. i£;

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Dry air is bad news for ferns 



By PATRICK DENTON 

For a dashing splash of greenery in any room, ferns 
and palms are popular in choices in Virginia Beach in 
the indoor garden. The two require quite different 
growing conditions, however, palms being considerably 
more tolerant of dry conditions and even neglect. 

Ferns grow naturally in humid climates, in light 
shade. So when they are brought into our homes as 
houseplants the more closely we can duplicate their 
naturalized conditions, the better they will do for us. 
They will need light shade, high humidity and cool soil 
which contains lots of well-decomposed leaf mold and 
other organic matter. 

When a fern finds itself in a spot with dry air it 
usually begins to turn brown and. eventually it will drop 
its fronds. If you live in a dry area and have a passion 
for ferns, look for ways to supply humidity to them. 
You can mist the plants each day, and stand their pots in 
containers with wet pebbles. 

Last year I invested in a cool spray humidifier, just a 
small one, ostensibly for the children's summer colds. I 
set it by my humidity-loving plants each day and turned 
it on. They loved it and rewarded me with lots of fresh 
green growth and lush looks. 

Ferns have to be kept out of the direct sun. A north 
window in a bright house is about right. Cool 
temperatures and a feeding every two except in winter 
are needed. Peat as well as soil and sand should make up 
the soil for ferns. They should be repotted each spring 
when the pot is filled with a mass of roots . 

Boston fern is the easiest of all ferns to grow, as it will 
withstand moderately dry conditions for a short length 
of time before it begins to get upset. Its long, arching 
fronds falUng in cascades are attractive. Even more 
exotic is the variety "Fluffy Ruffles" with its ruffled 
fronds. 

On the other end of the scale of difficulty is the 
Maidenhair fern, loveliest of all ferns with its hundreds 
of tiny, lacy fronds cascading around its container. But 
its tiny, fragile foliage needs absolutely constant 
humidity, without which it will quickly wither. 

Easier to grow and wonderfully showy is the Birds' 
Nest Fern, Its waved and ruffled fronds grow from a 
central crown, creating a birds' nest effect. Its large 
wavy leaves are very eye-catching, making this fern a 
center of interest in any room . 

Another very glossy and showy type of fern Is the 
Holly fern, whose leaflets are shaped like holly leaves. 
Its toughter, glossy foliage makes it more tolerant of 
drier conditions than its more fragile relatives. Holly

The best way to prevent or 
reduce tliis loss is to select 
hardy species.

living plant. The anti-wilt 
spray should be applied 
when the temperature is 
above 40°F. 

Renew the mulch 
around your shrubs and 
roses to conserve soil 
mosture. This mU also 
help contrd weed growth 
next summer. A 2 inch 
layer is about the right 
amount. Good mulch ma- 
terials include fresh saw- 
dust, fresh shredded bark 
or wood chips, peat moss, 
or pine needles. 

It's also a good time to 
fertilize shrubs. If your 
bushes are one poor soil 
and have short thin 
shoots, and if the leaves 
were yellow or lighter 
green than normal this 
summer, they will benefit 
from additional nutrients. 

About one month after 
the first fall frost, apply 
one cupful of a 5-10-S 
fertilizer lor each medium 
size shrub, i^ply about 
half as much on small 
shrubs and twice as much 
on large shrubs. Si»'ead 
the fertilizer evenly over 
the root zone from the 
stem to about a foot 
beyond the ends of the 
branches. 

Do not fertilize shrubs 
which are already making 
good green growth. This 
would cause excessive vi- 
gor with dark green leaves 
ud long sImxXs. Such 
growth is uiuiesinibfe be- 
cause the plants are more 
susceptible to injury by 
cdd in winter. Also. siKh 
shrubs may beconw too 
large for tl^ir location and 
need to be replaced soon- 
er than tlMxe whi<^ grow 
at a slower rue. 

Do not prune shruls in 
the &U just before cold 
weather.

Ming ferfi is erect and shrubby with 
fluffly tufts of leaves. 

Most ferns can be multiplied simply by dividing root 
clumps and repotting the divisions. This occurs 
naturally anyway, as most ferns need repotting once a 
year. Dividing the plant is an alternative to repotting the 
whole thing in a larger pot.

Thanksgiving holidays affer feast for Beach hunters, fishermen

Thanksgiving for meet 
peo|^ usually spells sev- 
eral days oif with nothing 
to do but relax, eat turkey 
and watch their favorite 
football team on T.V. 

Ifewever, that is not the 
case with the outdoon- 
man. 

They are usually out 
hunting their favwite 
game and swapping tales 
with old hunting buddies, 
some of which haven't 
been seen since last sea- 
son. 

This tradition takes 
place year after year with 
little variation in the 
events or the places they 
occur in. 

floiiday buatiBg 

My Thanksgiving hdi- 
day generally starts otf 
with a equipment burden- 
ed trip K the Eastern 
Shore w^re Bill Bonmi 
and I share a calnn we 
built about eight years 
ago. 

The cabin is located in 
the marsh on the edge of 
Tangier Sound, near 
Onancock, Va. Tangier 
Sound is probably one of 
the best waterfowling 
areas in the country and 
with have proved this 
season after season. 

Our blinds are located 
about ten minutes from 
the cabin which makes it 
the ideal set up foe a duck 
hunt. 

I know this really 
sounds like the kind of 
holiday a waterfowler 
couldn't pass up but I did 
and the results were 
worth the change in tradi- 
tion. 

This year do to the 
unusually warm weather I 
went up to Accocnuu: Co. 
were Bill Borum and I had 
decided to do a little 
squirel hunting to start 
the hdiday off and the 
conditions were perfect. 

Thanksgiving morning 
there wasn't a breath of 
air moving and Bill and I 
were almost grateful that 
we hadn't gone duck 
hunting. 

Ducks dMi't fly much on 
bluebird days and this 
was definitely going to be 
one. However, the early 
morning stillness made 
the squirels easy prey and 
Bill and I were back out of 
the woods within two 
hours with all the squirels 
we wanted. 

We spent the remaind- 
er of the day making some 
new decoy weights and 
gourging ourselves on 
Thanksgiving dinner. We 
had domestic duck for 



dinner and the combiiia- 
tion of the duck and 
working on the decoy 
we^hts got the best <d us 
so vrt made i^ans for an 
early morning trip to 
Chincoteague Island were 
BiU had duck blind. 

TotheMiiMl 

On Friday morning we 
got an early start and met 
another hunter, Ricky 
Howard, on the north end 
of the island where we 
would depart for the 

blind. 

Ricky, was bom and 
reared on Chincoteague 
and knows all aspects of 
waterfowling and also the 
ways of making a living on 
the water as you wiU later 
learn. 

We were in the blind at 
sun rise and the view we 
had was enough to stir 
any body's blood. Chin- 
coteague Bay is noted for 
the large number of wa- 
terfowl that winter there, 
especially brant, and for 
as for as you could see 
flocks of brant were mov- 
ing from their nesting 
place to the feeding 
grounds. 

There were thousands 
oi them and there goose 
lii^ appearance would 
start your leg to shaking 
as they neared your de- 
coys and set their wings to 
stool. 

In the early morning 
light they had to be right 
on you before you could 
be sure that they weren't 
Canadian geese and on 
two bccassions we mistocric 
two small flocks oi geese 
for brant and foiled to 
shoot until it was too late. 

As the sun got higher in 
the sky, there was no 
doubt m our mind that 
this was going to be 
another bluebird day. 

The suns heat started 
the mosquitos to moving 
and between them and 
having to shed some of 
our clothing because of 
the rising temperatures, 
the trance we had been in 
earlier was gone. 

We did manage to down 
three Canadians before 
calling it quits. 

Rick, who is a water- 
man by trade, is use to 
making the best of wea- 
ther conditions and tides 
so he suggested that we 
go gill netting for trout. 
We hurried back to port, 
dropped off the decoys 
and picked up several 
hundred yards of gill net 
and headed for the beach 
behind Assateague Is- 
land. 

We set the net several 
hundred yards off the

beach fmd them made 
plans to return in the 
morning. 

Back to tke nets 

On Saturday morning, 
we arrived back at the 
nets to find thiu some had 
fished them prior to us 
getting there, b ut Rick 
was not to be out done. 

He remembered a place 
where he h«d caught fish 
a previous year and we 
headed for it. I had done 
some gill netting before, 
bm the meUiod Rick was 
to use was new to me and 
I had my doubts. 

We ran up a small 
channel in the marsh just 
behind WaUops Island 
Beadi untfl we found the 
spot Rick was loddng for. 

The channel was about 
forty yards wide and nor- 
mally the tide would be 
nmning to strong in a 
place like this to consider 
doing anything much less 
sitting a net, but Rick had 
planned it for slack tide. 

First Rick took the an- 
chors off each end of the 
net and we then proceed- 
ed to pt^t it out. After the 
net was out we pulled over 
to the each of the channel 
and s^ for about thirty 
minutes, untO Rick notic- 
ed that the tide was 
starting to run again. We 
then hurried out to haul 
the net back in. 

We had to work fost 
because die strong tide 
would tie the net in knots 
once it started moving. 

Grey trout galore 

I couldn't beleive my 
eyes. In that short period 
Of time we caught over 
three hundred pounds oS 
grey trout. I figures that 
this Would be our daily 



catch, but not Rick. He 
knew of another place we 
could make one mote set 
and off we went. 

We headed for the 
Cockle Creek Bridge 
which is oac of the brid- 
ges on the causeway go- 
ing from the mainland 
over to Qiincoteague Is- 
land. 

We set the net fast and 
then headed for the 
marsh. The tide had al- 
ready started to fall so we 
knew we didn't have 
much time before we 
would have to haul it back 
in. 

While we were waiting 
for the net to do its job, 
Rick suggested we try and 
pick up a few oysters. He 
was no doubt use to taking 
every advantage of the 
day he could. 

In about thirty minutes 
we had picked up several 
bushels of oysters and had 
to quit to fish the nets. 

It was fantastic, this 
time we had over nine 
hundred pounds and this 
filled the fish bos to the 
top. I was beat, and half 
starved. 

All I could think about 
was a hot shower and a 
cold beer so we started 
heading in. Rick however 
had other things on his 
mind. 

I couldn't beleive it, as 
we were passing an oyster 
. rock Rick killed the motor 
and drifted up to it. 

{fe got out a couple of 
wire baskets and three 
clam picks and off we 
went. We signed clams 
until it got dark on us and 
had to quit. We caught 
about 300 in that short 
period of time and then 
headed for home.
